Retired From Presidency. 

New York, May 28.—The Herald has 
the following cable from Caracas, Vene- 
zuela: Taking advamtage of the fact 
that to-day is the anniversary of tho 
restoration, when as a victorious gen- 
eral he entered Venezuela at the head 
of his army, former President Castro, 
published a proclamation entitled, “An 
Offering to My Fatherland,” announc- 
ing that he has decided permanently 
to retire to private life and sacrifice 
his personality to save his party and 
the nation from fatal consequences 
arising through the jealousies and pas- 
sions fomented by the prohibition of 
the spontaneous proposition of the press 
and public to demand his return to the 
Presidency. 

He expresses gratitude to his friends, 
and adds that he will always be-at 
the service of his country in case ot 
unexpected International complications. 

Public sentiment is astounded, and 
already there are rumors of a popu- 
lar manifestation to demand his re- 
turn to power.

ELEVATOR INTO RIVER. 


Peculiar Accident to Ogilivie’s at Port 
Arthur Friday and Saturday. 

Port Arthur, May 28.—The Ogilvie 
Co.'s grain elevator at Fort Willlam, 
which was erected two years ago 
started to slide into the river about 9 
o'clock Friday night, but Saturday it 
was found that the elevator had only 
moved about 26 feet from its founda- 
tion.

Rob- 
ert Hobson, the chairman of the gen- 
eral committee, then announced that tho 
testimonial had already reached the 
sum of $3,500. He also announced that 
he had received a telegram from Adam 
Zimmerman, saying that the Govern- 
ment had confirmed Sherring’s appoint- 
ment, and that he would continue to 
make his home here. 

Hug and Kiss From Mother. 

Sherring made a brief address, in 
which he thanked the citizens for their 
wanm welcome. He was then turned 
over to St. Patrick's club. After pet- 
ting a hug and a kiss from his mother, 
he was taken to the clubrooms, where 
a reception was tendered to him. Yes- 
terday morning Mrs. P. D. Crerar and 
other members of the Daughters of the 
Empire called on Sherring’s mother and 
left a British flag and an embossed ad- 
dress for her son. St. Patrick's Club 
presented the hero with 2 diamond pin. 

Welcome at Toronto. 

Toronto, May 23—The welcome in 
Toronto yesterday to Wm. J. Sherring 
was as warm, genial and genuine as the 
weather. The day was as fine as any- 
one could desire. The Hamilton hero 
of the Marathon race in Athens arrived 
here from Montreal, at 8 a m, and 
when he departed for his home on the 
steamer Modjeska at 5 p. m. he had 
spent a day of greetings the like of 
which fall to the lot of but few mortals. 

‘At the City Hall, which never before 
was so crowded, owing to the absence 
of Mayor Coatsworth and sudden ill- 
ness of Controller Shaw the honors were 
done by Controller Hubbard for the clty, 
and as Premier Whitney was also away, 
Hon, J. J. Foy represented the Gov- 
ernment. 

On behalf of the reception commit- 
tee, James L. Hughes presented him 
with a purse of gold, containing $400. 

After viewing the ball game for three 
of four innings, he left, amid the cheers 
of the crowd, for Hamilton.

DEAD MAN'S VICTIMS 


Wife and Father-in-Law of Sui- 
cide Will Die By His Hand. 


SHOT THEM BOTH SATURDAY 


Domestio Troubles Among Morally Low 


SSS rr 


People Near Railton, Near Kingston, 


Results In Terrible Criminal Trag- 
edy — Jack Joyce, Refused His 
Wife, Shoots Her Father, Then 
Her and Cuts His Throat. 


Sydenham, May 28—A double mur- 
der and o suicide occurred near Rall- 
ton at 7 o'clock Saturday morning. 

‘A man named Jack Joyce shot his 
wife and her father and then deliber- 
ately cut his throat, and died In a few 
minutes. ‘The tragedy occurred in a 
log shanty within a mile of Railton, at 
the home of Cornelius Wood, the vic- 
tim of the shooting, 

Simple Young Englishman. 

Joyce was a quiet, simple young 
Englishman, working for William Mc- 
Cauley. Some months ago he married 
Cornelius Wood's daughter and appar- 
ently loved the girl and they lived hap- 
pily together until her father interfer- 
ed and coaxed her to come home, which 
she did a few days ago. . 

‘At the time of the tragedy the old 
man, Wood, his daughter, Mra. Joyce, 
‘and his son's wife were all living to- 
gether. 

In the morning early old man Wood 
had received a visit from his two sons, 
who had just departed for Harrow- 
smith. They met Joyce coming towards 
the house. Joyes only stayed long 
enough to threaten the old man what 
he would do if he did not let him have 
his wife. Upon refusal he quickly went 
after a gun and returned with an old 
Snider rifle, loaded. They saw him 
from the house and the old man went 
out to parley with him. 

Shoots His Wife. 

A report told the two girls that the 
father was shot. Joyce reloaded and 
again shot the old man, who had at- 
tempted to run away, but dropped not 
far from the shanty. The girls in the 
meantime had barricaded the doors. 
Joyce broke these very quickly and 
also the inner bedroom door, and al- 
though his wife pleaded with fhim not 
to shoot, he shot her with the last bul- 
let he had and she dropped near the 
door. 

‘Apparently Joyce had deliberately 
planned what he intended to do, for he 
made no attempt to harm the other 
woman, who was inside. He then went 
out and wandered a little from “the 
porch. 

In the meantime the other woman 
slipped out and ran to a neighbor's 
for help and shortly after Joyce was 
seen in a defiant attitude, ready to 
shoot the first one who approached. 
Apparently Sydenham is the nearest 
Dusiness town to the tragedy, about 
two miles away, and constables were 
sworn in to arrest the fellow. 

Cuts His Throat. 

When they arrived they found him 
lying by the house with his throat cut 
in a fearful manner. 

Kingston, May 28.—Early Saturday 
morning a terrible tragedy was enacted 
near Railton, a village about two miles 
from Sydenham, and fourteen miles 
north of here. 

John Joyce is dead, the work of his 
own hands, he having committede sui- 
cide by cutting his throat after having 
shot and, as he thought, killed his wife 
and her father, Cornelius Woods. 

The people were very Poor and lived 
in poor circumstances. They are also 
said to be of a low calibre mentally 
and morally. The matrimonial life of 
Joyce and his wife was by no means 
happy. Cornellus Wood, the father-in- 
law, had a somewhat bad reputation, 
and recently served a term in jail for 
an indecent assault committed on his 
daughter. 

Father and Daughter Will Die. 

Late Saturday night Dr. Mundell, 
coroner, swore In a jury to investigate 
the death by suicide of Joyce, who shot 
his father-in-law and wife at Railton 
on Sunday morning. After viewing the 
body the inquest was adjourned to 
Monday afternoon. Coroner Mundell 
found Mrs. Joyce very low, and bleed- 
ing internally. The bullet had gone 
through her body, Cornelius Wood 
was very bad, the bullet that pierced 
his arm haying penetrated his lung. 
Both were too ill to be brought to 
Kingston Hospital. ‘The coroner took 
their ante-mortem statements, 


SHOT FATHER-IN-LAW. 


Wm. Maynard Fires Six Shots at Chas. 
Sheard and One Hits. 


East Toronto, May 28—A shooting 
affray took place in Scarboro Town- 
ship on Saturday afternoon at the 
home of Charles Sheard, a gardener, 
when Sheard was shot and dangerously 
wounded by William Maynard, who 
lives on Danforth avenue, a short dis- 
tance east of Dawe's Corners. 

On Saturday afternoon Maynard went 
to the home of Sheard, where May- 
nard’s wife was at the time visiting, 
and gave Sheard considerable abuse. 
The latter ordered him from the place 
and turned to go to the house, when 
Maynard fired six shots in rapid suc- 
cession. 

One of the bullets took effect in 
Sheard's shoulder. 

Maynard then decamped, but was ar- 
rested Sunday, 

Sheard Is resting easily, and unless 
complications develop the wound in his 
shoulder is not expected to prove ser- 
Jous. His assailant will be arraigned to- 
gay,

quarters, yet there are many, of our 
most successful breeders of fancy, 
fowls, ‘that are raising them in very, 
limited quarters, but love for the bu- 
siness makes work eusy, and success 
sum when ochers lackins, this great 
incentive would fail. 

Another one of the essentials for 
success is to provide plenty, of shade

| Steady Adherence Lo Some Délib- 
{ erately Planned System. 

Tn the rearing of poultry as well 
as in joost other pursuits in Jife, the 
Ibast results will be obtained by fol- 
lowing out a well-planned system! of 


caring for, and feedinz, the poultry, 
however unpretending that system 
may ‘be. 

"Regular as slock work” has’ a 
a(zreater bearing so far as success in 
poultry keeping is concerned than 
in another jbusiness, rez rity never 
forgets anythin, and slip-shod ways 
and manners pf care and attention to 
the comfort of the fowls have no part 
with it. 

Have a system of feeding and stick 
to it; go slow in making any chanz- 
cs in jthe amount and contents of the 
daily rations, except it is absolutely 
bocessary, where a wrong system of 
efeeding has been indulized in, Poul- 
try do mot take kindly to sudden 
changes in feeding, and sometimes a 
change of jzrain will work disaster 
to wgz production, and stop a whole 
flock from laying for days at a time 
till ‘they get themselves adjusted to 
the new regime af feeding. 

Make the change slowly, that is, 
mix in a little of the new grain to bo 
used in the usual rations that have 
been fed, and no bad results will fol- 
low ; this is not generally, known, but 
it bas again and again caused the of- 
fon seen query, "Why don’t my hens 
lay?” Acain, have a system of feed- 
ing, and stick to it, and the best re- 
sults ‘will ibe obtained. 

Again, have a regular time to feed, 
any time is no time, and no \zood re- 
sults can possibly, be derived from ir- 
regularity in \the feeding time; jzood 
grain fed any time you please, will 
give poorer results than a poorer, 
grade of jzrain fed at regular hours., 

This part of the system is valuable 
where the object is, to succeed with 
‘poultry. \ 

Have one day, in thd week in which 
all the boxes containing shell, jzrit, 
ebarcoal, etc., are to be attended to, 
ecratching malterial changed, dust 
hath renewed with dusting material. 

Have another day in which all the 
fowls in each pen are to be handled 
after ithey are on the roost, to get 
an idea of the condition of the birds.

| Dissatisfied with the Laok of Competi- 
tion on Local Board, 

The Peterboro Examiner prints the 
following somewhat wloomy outiook 
for the Lindsay Cheese Bourd, which 
we ‘hope, has no foundation. Last 
year 15 factories sold on, tle Board, 
and although fairly good prices were 
received, ‘they, as a rule, never bb- 

tained jas high o standard os that 
lreiskagneel ‘on the Pelerboro Board and 
there ‘was always a feeling; of dia- 
satisfaction prevalent among a few of 
ibe sellers, who thought that! the 
buyers were not using them! right in 


offering lower jrices than other 
boards obtained when ithey knew 
that the (Victoria County cheese 


was equally as zood, if not superior, 
to eheese on other boards. Last 
yoar there jwere three buyers on the 
Board, ‘Messrs. Flayelle, Fitzgerald 
and Brown, bul the latter, seldom 
bouzhit, so the comyectition was prac- 
tically belween two buyers, and it 
sometimes occurred that these two 
buyers only required a certain num- 
ber, of gheese, for which they would 
pay (their top price andi then, per- 
haps, offer a lower price for the re- 
mainder of the cheese for courtesy's 
suke. This did nov occur very, of- 
ten, but )yhen it did, the milesmen 
were not slow to lell the buyers ‘so 
and again several times the sulesmen 
welused to sell at all, maintaining 
that they could secure better prices 
aff board and that they would do so 
father ‘than take a low figure. O£ 
course the buyers had (heir excuses 
npout (the uncertainty of the mar- 
kot in Montreal and in England and 
rightly contended that they would 
lose by paying higher fizures. Two 
yeirs azo Messrs, Whitton, Cook and 
Gillespie Were buyers on the Board 
along with Messrs, Flavelle and Fitz- 
werald, and the competition to se 
cure the cheese was more keen, with 
the result that the salesmen return- 
ed(home early happy, smiles.; But 
Jast year Messrs. Whitton, Cook and 
Gillespie did not show up und the 
other jtwo had the batters had the 
matters cinched. ay 

The article is as follows; D 

It is stated that there is a strong 
prebabilily of a number of the cheeso 
factories which formerly sold on the 
Lindsay Cheese Board coming to the 
Peterborouzh Board this year, Last 
Season there was considerable trouble 
in the internal management of the 
Lindsay Board, and considerable sell— 
ing off the Board asa result. This 
practise is one which is decidedly de- 
trimental \ ito thed success of any 
Cheese Board, and a numbar of the 
salesmen are dissatisfied with the 
Board, and will come toa (he local 
Board ta sell their cheese this year. 

Whore ure already 47 factories on 
the Peterborough Board, and it is” 
quite probable that the number 
will reach the half hundred mark 
this year. 

With the rich dairying country 
that surrounds Lindsay, there is no 
reason why the Victoria County 
Cheese Board should not be a large 
and prosperous one, and where sood 
prices will be given. The more f£.o- 
tories jon the Board and the more 
cheese boarded, tho more buyers there 
will be present, and tha more buy- 
ers the better prices. The farmcr 
will be the one te benefit.

Kingston, May 29.—Mrs. Joyce, one 
of the Railton shooting victims, died 
on Sunday. Cornelius Wood, her 
father, was brought to the Kingston 
General Hospital and is resting easily. 
He will recover. 

The coroner’s jury resumed its ses- 
sions yesterday afternoon at Railton. 
They discovered that the body of Jobn 
Joyce, the murderer, which they Jeft 
in the Jean-to, was missing, and 
nothing can be learned as to where it | 
has gone. It may have been taken for 
anatomical purposes. 

Having heard several witnesses, a 
verdict was rendered that Rosa Joyce 
came to her death by a bullet fired by 
the hand of her husband, John Joyce, 
and that the said John Joyce died by a 
wound deliberately inflicted by his own 
hands, 

Mrs. Joyce’s Ante-Mortem. 

In her ante-mortem deposition to 
Coroner Mundell, Mrs. Joyce declared 
that she had left her husband because 
he had “pounded her” on Thursday, as 
he had done the week before. He came 
to her father’s house early Saturday 
morning raging mad, and her father 
had gone to take the gun away. She 
heard the shooting of her father and 
ran to the inner room for better safety, 
but her husband forced the door; she 
came out to plead for her life, but he 
shot her while in the large room. She 
knew no more as to his actions, be- 
cause she was unconscious. Her mind 
returned during her sister-in-law’s ab- 
sence seeking help, and she crawled 
to the bedroom and up to the bed. She 
was positive no one was present at the 
shooting but Ella May Wood, wife of 
Angus Wood, her brother, besides the 
children, Wallie and Milo. 

Business Man Suicides. 

St. John, N. B, May 29—Samuel 
Kingston, a prominent business man of 
Chatham, N. B. committed suicide 
Sunday night by taking paris green. 
He died in terribly agony. 

Wealthy Farmer Drowns Himself. 

Montreal, May 29.—Benjamin De- 
caric of Montreal West, committed 
suicide Sunday night, by drowning 
himself in the Lachine Ganal. The de- 
ceasod was a yery wealthy farmer.

SUMMONED BY THE EMPEROR

Ex-Finance Minister Would Decline— | 

Prince Urusoff Called to Peterhof— 
Staff Colonel Mekes the Startling 
Declaration That the Time Had 
Come When the Army Should 

Support Parliament 


St. Petersburg, Mae 29—Rumors of 
a shift in the Ministry everywhere 
were current last night. It is persist 
ently reported here and at Moscow that 
ex-Finance Minister Shipoff has receiv- 
ed an urgent summons to Peterhof to 
confer with Emperor Nicholas, pre 
sumably with regard to the formation 
of a new Cabinet, although he fre 
quently has expressed his unwilling- 
ness to take oyer the Premiership. 

It also is rumored that Prince Uru- 
soff has been summoned to an audience 
of the Emperor. 

The Agrarian Program. 

In the meanwhile, the present Minis- 
try, among whom there is no Daniel 
to read the handwriting on the wall in 
the attitude of the Lower House of 
Parliament, is calmly going ahead 
with its agrarian program, which it 
hopes to submit to the Lower House 
within a fortnight, and, contrary to ex- 
pectations, to provide for the distribu- 
tion of millions of acres of crown lands 
in Burope and Asia. 

The Government's policy is founded 
on the expectation that enough land 
can be obtained by the division of the 
crown lands, the clearing of a portion 
of the imperial forests, and the yolun- 
tary sale of private estates to meet the 
land hunger of the peasants without 
the necessity of forced expropriation. 

Qutlining theses plans, Minister of 
Agriculture Stichinsky said last even- 
ing that the Government already had 
at its disposal 25,000,000 acres, com- 
posed of 10,000,000 acres of crown 
arable lands, situated largely in the 
Volga region; 6,250,000 acres of clear- 
ablo forests and S,750,000 acres of pri- 
vate estates, the owners of which have 
announced their readiness to selk 

Army With Parliament. 

There was much excitement in the 
corridors before the Lower House met 
yesterday, An officer identified as a 
colonel on the general staff created a 
stir by openly declaring in the pres- 
ence of a score of peasant members 
that the time had come when the irmy 
should support Parliament, which rep- 
resented the will of the people and not 
‘the Emperor. 

When the debate on the personal 
liberty bill was resumed, M. Chicheglo- 
vitoff, Minister of Justice, in an exceed- 
ingly liberal tone, made a speech in 
which he pointed out the necessity for 
supplementing the proposed laws, 
which hoe endorsed, with bills provid- 
ing for the reorganization of court 
procedure and others to enable officials 
guilty of abuse of power to be prosecu- ; 
ted civilly and criminally.

“Meanwhile Gaston had made a for- 
tune in South America and returned to 
France. To still the memory of his 
youthful misfortunes he resolved to 
engage in business an@ bought an iron 
mill at Oloron. Louis, hearing of his 
arrival, went to Oloron and greeted 
him with every pretense of affectian. 
Louls took up bis quarters with his 
brother, who soon sickened and died 


under yery suspicious elreumstances, 
leaving his fortune to Louls. 

“Louis now turned his attention to 
forcing Madeleine to marry him. He 
agreed to settle a large income upon 
Ituoul if he would extort money from 
Mme. Fauyel ip sufficient quantity to 
embarrass her. Raoul consented and 
lived recklessly on the means furnished 
by the woman who supposed she was 
his mother. Winally, having no more 
to give him, she was persuaded to sur- 
render her dlamonds, a present from 
her busband on the day he became 
worth a million.

Thore is ons thing that seems, to be 
a jgrowing disappointment, oven to 
tho Grits, ond that is tho Railway 
Commission. This is one of the 
things on which  eyeryone, Grit 
and Tory alike, seemed to have set 
high hopes. All were tired of the 
dolays and the expense attached to 
bringing oases before the Privy, Coun- 
oil at Ottawa, ao thab when Mr. Blair 
brought in his bill ta preats the Rail- 
way Commission, botli parties turned 
in to help and seo what they could 
do to create something Lhatf would be 
of some service to the people who 
wore the ohief sufferers. That o 
good attempt was made \goes with- 
out saying, as everyones seems to ad- 
mit, but, like every other good law, 
more depends on jthe personne) of 
those who are supposed to carry Che 
law into effect than in the law it- 
solf, One big trouble seems to be 
tbat tho Commission cannot possess 
itself of the idea that it is intended 
ay a court of speedy judgment, and 
not primarily as another hotbed for 
lawyers to futten on. We do not 
wish to go on record as haying any- 
thing ugainst lawyers in jgeneral. 
Our oxperience is that the lesa you 
huve to do with thenx (professionally) 
the better for your peace of mind, and 
also for your bank acoount. There 
are times when it is eminently wise 
to consult them and take their ad- 
vice, and there are other times — in 
the proportion of about 100 to 1 — 
whon it is safer ta shun their offices 
as you would a pest-house. This 
Railway Commission was created, 
primarily, for the purpose of giving 
justice to Lho people as against the 
railways. Tho railways, as railways, 
need no laws to protect them: They 
are big enough and strong enough, 
and wo will go so far as ‘to say, un- 
scrupulous enouzh to see thalt they 
do not suffer at tha hands of the gen- 
eral public, but that they geb more 
than their share of what they are 
morally ontitled to.

Bofore the Commission was created, 
if a farmer or a merchant had « 
grievance, he hadi 'ta go to Ottawa 
at reat expense and await the plea- 
sure of a. committee of busy men, 
who know nothing of the surround- 
ings, and usually; came out at the 
small ond of ‘tho horn. The Com- 
mission was supposed to go to the 
seat of trouble and investigate on ‘the 
spot, and be smart enouwzh ‘to see ev- 
orything and give judzment, jwith- 
out listening to the interminat twad- 
dle of lawyers. As the Prosi- 
dent of the Toronto Board of Trade 
put it to them the other day, when 
advised to have their lawyer repro- 
sont them, he said they wanted to 
place before them (the Commission) a 
plain ‘business proposition, implying 
thereby that such things were un- 
known to the legal fraternity. And 
is it mot sof It would almost seem 
that ithey, could not write a letter 
or make oa speech without'taking up 
unending space and time, all of which 

yas to bo obviated in the court. It 
seoms, however, that ithe legal frat- 
ernity and gradually jetting their 
work in, and consciously, or uncon- 
sciously, 'the court is taking on’ airs 
and formulas of one of our regular 
law courts. It might bd a good plan 
to prohibit anything in the shape of 
a lawyer from ever pleading in this 
court, ‘but we ‘hardly, see how that 
can ‘bo done. Of one thing we are 
sure, and that is, if tha Railway, Com- 
mission is not to degenerate into an 
ordinary lawyers’ courts it will have 
to riso in the strength of its own 
might and shake off the incubus that 
seoms to bo slowly settling om it, and 
numbing its usefulness., , i 


Of course the railroads are not 
finding fault. AU railroads haye a 
law branch, and it is seemingly one 
of their most important branches. An 
outsider would imaigine that the 
‘transportation branch of the freight 
department would bo of moro import- 
ance and more in thel ine of what the 
road was built for, but, judging by 
the salaries paid they are not in it 
with the lawing end. As a rule rail- 
ways are in the wroniz. In‘ the first 
ylace the great! majority of people 
are deterred from doing the railway 
any wrong from their hopelessness of 
ever being able to do them any harm, 
oven if they wanted to, and second- 
ly, as we baye already stated, the 
railway people are only too prone to 
appropriate anything within reach, 
from a piece of land, or a street, to 
an excessive charge, for haulage on 
anythiniz and oyerything. For these 
Teasons it is very, necessary, thal) the 
people have a court that is friendly 
to them, where ‘they can have theso 
@riovances adjusted without!’ in any 
way doinir injustice lo ‘the railways. 
If the railway lawyers can only get 
the usual court practice introduced, 
with its pleadings and interpleadings, 
motions and oross-motions, adjourn- 
ments and postponements. cte., olo., 
they will have gained more than if 
they won most of their cases, be- 
cause what they want to do, is to 
make (he man who wants justice, and 
who is prepared to (go to a little 
trouble and expense to’ get it, dis- 
gusted and afraid to tackle it. 


Jt seems to us that we want a Col. 
Denison as Chief Commissioner. We 
had the pleasure of having the jgal- 
lant Colonel out here last winter at 
the Colleziate, andi for the inform- 
ation of those who are unaware of 
his special fitness for the position he 
acoupies, (Police Magistrate of Tor- 
ento, may sayi that’ he is reckoned 
to bo one of the best judges in the 
British Dominions, THis judgment is 
quick and unerring, nd ithe way he 
hears and disposes of delinquents 
{hat come before him! is a marvel. 
His fundamental principle is nol law 
‘but common sense/ and thai is what 
we want ini the Commission. (Wo 
want ithem ito| do their work up 
quickly and neatly, — giving tho rail- 
ways ‘to understand that if they, have 
any loonings at all, they arer(owards 
tho people.

Madrid to- 
day stands alone in the cruel ochar- 
acten of its corrida de toros, just aa 
Stratford-on-Avon is alone in its an- 
nual barbacue, when immense num- 
bors congregalte to witness the roast- 
ing’ of oxen, pigs and sheep in the 
public streets.

“Great Britain and the United States 
will stand side by side In tlme of dan- 
ger, for there exist between them a 
stronger bond of friendsMp than that 
uniting any other countries.’

Famous Norweglan Poet and Dramatis: 
Dies In His 79th Yoar. 
Christiania, Norway, May 25.—Hon- 
rit Ibsen, tho Norwegian poet « 
dramatist, dled at 2.30 o'clock Wednes- 

day afternoon,

celpt of the news of Ibsen's death,

most figure in the literary life of the 
nation. ‘The funeral will be a state 
function. 

Telegrams of condolence from all 
parts of the world were received yes- 
terday by the family of the late Henrik 
Ibsen. 

‘The Storthing will meet to-day to de- 
cide upon the funeral, which is ex- | 
pected to be the most imposing ever ’ 
seen in Norway. 

The great Norwegian poet and dra- 
matist was born at Skien, Norway, | 
in 1828. He went to study medicine 
at Christiania in 1850; was director of 
the theatre at Bergen, 1861-57, and of / 
the theatre at Christiania 1857-03. He 
went to Rome in 1864, and stayed in | 
Italy for ten years, and his visits to 
Norway were afterwards made at long | 
intervals. Tbsen’s first dramas were 
historical in subject, and he did not 
gain recognition till in 1862, when he 
began to take his subjects from con- 
temporary Norwegian life. 

Ibsen's dramas were marked by the 
sombre fatefulness of the Norwegian 
literature, combined with modern psy- 
chology. Hig later plays exhibit an 
almost morbid dissection of moral and 
mental abnormalities. 


PRINCESS ENA LEAVES LONDON. 


Royal Family and Spanish Colony Give 
Her Good Send-Off. 

London, May 25.—Princes Ena and 
her mother, Princess Henry of Batten- 
berg, left London yesterday for Spain, 
at the frontier of which Alfonso will 
await his future bride. 

The departure of the princess from 
Victoria station was the occasion for 
an enthusiastic demonstration on the 
pant of the Spanish colony here, while 
the platform was crowded with Eng- 
lish friends, who gave the future queen 
a hearty send-off. King Edward, Queen 
Alexandra, the Prince and Princess of 
Wales, the Duke and Duchess of Con- 
naught and other members of the royal 
family and the staff of the Spanish em- 
bassy were among those present.

Regina, Sask., May 2 By a vote of 
21 to 2, the Legislature Wednesday de- 
cided that Regina should retain the dis- 
tinction of belng capital of the Pro- 
vince of Saskatchewan.

THE DOMINION’S POWER Sitti. 


Premier Whitney Informed That It 


WII! Be Held Over. 


Toronto, May 23.—Premler Whitney, 
who returned to the city yesterday 
evening, has received a letter from 
Hon. Charles Fitzpatrick, the Minister 
of Justice, to the effect that the Do- 
minion Government has decided to 
lay over until next session its bill “to 
regulate the exportation of electric 
power and certain liquids and gases.” 

This course was suggested in a let- 
ter from Mr. Whitney to Mr. Fitz- 
patrick, forwarded last week, in which 
the Ontario Premier urged the course 
on account of the serious issues that 
might arise, and also because of the 
proposed conference bettveen the Do 
minion and Provincial Goyernments, at 
which the matter might naturally bo 
thoroughly discussed.

Cuba Amends Treaty With Britain, 
Wavana, May 26.—The Senate com-

NO CHANGE IN THE TARIFF 


Free Imports of Beet Sugar and Gold 
Mining Machinery to Be Continued 
Till the End of the Year—Another 

Big Surplus Reported—The Rush 
of Immigration—Population Js 
Six Million People. 


Ottawa, May 238—Mr. WMielding’s 
budget speech yesterday was notable 
for two reasons. ‘The first and most im 
portant reason was that it was the first 
time in the history of the Dominion 
that a Finance Minister has been able 
to present his tenth consecutive bud- 
get. Upon this, as upon nine previous 
occasions, he has been privileged to 
tell again the story of expanding trade, 
industrial development and commer- 
cia] and national prosperity. Mr. Field 
ing has a record unique in the history 
of the Dominion. In every year in which 
he has presented a budget to the peo- 
ple of the Dominion Mr. Fielding has 
been able to relate to them the story 
of buoyant revenue, with annual sur- 
pluses exceeding in the average the in- 
creases which his predecessors had 
made to the national debt during the 
elghteen years of Conseryative admin- 
{stration of affairs, And the story of 
advance does not conclude with pro- 
gress assured and conclusive for the 
year not yet terminated. With equal 
confidence Mr, Fielding 1s able to pre- 
dict in the future a continuation of the 
buoyancy of revenue and expansion of 
trade which have characterized the ten 
years since the Liberal Government as- 
sumed the reins of office. 

A Business-Like Budget. 

The second respect in which the 
budget speech was unique was its brey- 
ity, its completeness, and the business- 
like manner in which the financial po- 
sition of the Dominion was presented to 
the House. Mr. Foster, who presented 
the Opposition’s views, was fain to 
admit the general prosperity of the 
Dominion, which he attributed to the 
beneficial results of the policy inau- 


| gurated by the Conservative party, but 


Mr. Paterson offered the suggestion 
that the people would judge by results 
rather than by theory. Mr. Cockshutt 
was the only other speaker, and the 
budget debate was concluded and the 
House went into Committee of Ways 
and Means before adjournment. 

As anticipated, there are no changes 
in the customs tariff. Exemption from 
duty on machinery for the manufacture 
of beet root sugar and for alluvial gold 
mining is extended. The only new fea- 
ture was the imposition of a duty of 
25 per cent. upon the value of labor 
employed in re-rolling steel rails, to be 
returned for use on Canadian railways. 

Facts From the Budget. 

Mr. Fielding was enabled to an- 
nounce a surplus on Consolidated Fund 
(or ordinary income and expenditure) 
of $12,500,000 for the year ending next 
month. 

This surplus and the addition to the 
Sinking Fund will almost meet the 
heavy capital expenditure of the year. 
The net increase of the national debt 
tor the twelve months will be about 
$800,000. 

Since 1896, under Liberal Govern- 
ment, there has been a net surplus of 
$64,300,165 in Consolidated Fund ac 
counts. 

This great sum has been spent in en- 
larging canals, aiding railway constrac- 
tion, erecting public buildings where 
required, and generally in preparing 
the way for the making of a greater 
Canada, 

The net debt of Canada is only $7, 
726,732 more than it was nine years 
ago. It is actually less per head of the 
people than it was then, for there has 
been a very great increase of popula- 
tion. 

Mr. Fielding believes there are now 


over six million people in the Domin- ] 


ion. 

They are still coming fast, the num- 
ber of immigrants having been 117,585 
for the past ten months, as compared 
with 93,309 for the same period a year 
ago. 

‘Binally, the Minister of Finance, who 
has held the post longer than any 
other Finance Minister in the history 
of the Dominion, announces that there 
is no reason to anticipate disturbance 
of the revenue from the tariff changes 
to be made at the November session of 
Parliament. 


LORD “MILNER HONORED. 


His Admirers Disapprove Churchill al 
Empire Day Celebration. 


London, May 24—Empire or Victoria 
Day, was celebrated to-day in Lon 
don and thruout Great Britain. 

In some cases the rejoicings 
carried out on an elaborate scale. 

Despatches from various parts of the 
empire indicate that there was the 
Greatest enthusiasm, 

All the British embassies and leg 
tions likewise celebrated the occasion. 

The celebrations in London included 
a complimentary banquet to Lord Mil: 
ner, former high commissioner for 
South Africa, organized by his admir- 
ers in consequence of the adoption by 
the house of commons March 21 of a 
motion by Winston Churchill, under 
secretary for the colonies, condemning 
ths flogging of coolles in South Africa, 
which had been done under authoriza- 
uon of Lord Milner. 

Joseph Chamberlain presided, and 
the guests included Lord Curzon of 
Kedleston, General Lord Roberts, ex- 
Premier Balfour, Lord Lansdowne 
and prominent men of every class of 
the community, 

In proposing the toast to the guest, 
Lord Milner, Mr, Chamberlain rend a 
Message from Earl Grey, who said he 
wished he could be present in body as 
in spirit. He also sent a message of 
appreciation ed by twenty-elght 
members of the Dominion parliament.

Senator’s Evidence Ends Before 
Insurance Commission. 


MR. HELLMUTH’S HALF DAY 


Senator Cox Tells of Loan Twice Made 
—Large Amount Advanced to A. E. 
Ames & Co, Repaid at End of tho 
Year and Advanced the Second 
Day of the Next Year—Stock 
Investment Defended. 


Toronto, June 6.—The last day of 

ie examination of Hon, George A. 

fox upon the condition of the Canada 
Life Insurance Co. was perhaps the 
most fruitful of revelations. Neyerthe- 
less, when the financier bowed to the 
Dominion Insurance Commissioners 
Qnd stepped from the witness stand 
last evening he was smiling and ap- 
parently well satisfied with his de- 
fence of bis company’s record and 
policy. He had concluded the longest 
examination to which any witness 
brought before the commission has 
been subjected—haying answered ques- 
Uons for seventeen and onehalf hours, 
but he showed no effect of the strain 
and seemed content In his own mind 
that his company, at least, had been 
vindicated. 

Covered Wide Range. 
The evidence of the day covered a 


a4! @ range, and Mr. Shepley finished 
Ww! Senator Cox at noon. 
Mr. Shepley's examination had 


brought out a fine collection of items 
of loans, investments and stock deal- 
ings. The biggest loan wag $782,451 
to A. HB. Ames & Co. Tho securities. 
Metropolitan Bank stock and §Sa0 
Paulo, were recalled and a cheque 
was given. This wes just from Dec. 
81 to Jan. 2, the hoan being renewed 
and Treasurer Watt insisted that it 
Was not to keep these securities off the 
books at the end of the year, 

Throughout the afternoon, Mr. Cox 
‘was examined at length on his state- 
ment that the present business of the 
company on a 8 per cent. basis was 
practically @ new concern, and Mr, 
Hellmuth wanted to know what it 
would be in 1916. 

A Straight Question. 

Mr. Hellmuth asked: “Do you ap- 
Prove of life insurance companies be- 
ing holders of stock in ordinary rall- 
road companies, coal companies, etc.2” 

Mr. Cox said that investments were 
Profitable, but most of the purchases 
4iscussed were made before he was 
on the board at all. The company did 
not invest in industrials. 

“Do you think it is right for a life 
fmsurance company to be a partner 
in a stock company?” Mr. Hellmuth 
insisted. 

“Our own experience has been that 
we have Jost more through investing 
in real estate than any other source,” 
replied the Senator. 

A “Profit and Loss” Exhibit. 

(Mr, Hellmuth said that in the annual 
wtatement of the Canada Life, publish- 
ed in Minnesota, there was a “profit 
and loss exhibit” not appearing fn the 
Canadian statement. Mr. Cox explained 
this by saying that it was according 
to the Minnesota laws. It was requir- 
ed there, but not in Canada, but he 
thought perhaps this commisslon might 
consider the adyisablility of such a 
statement being required here in the 
future. 

Why Cost Is Higher, 

Mr. Hellmuth: “You explained the 
Jow ratio of the English companies by 
eaying that their new business was 
inconsiderable as compared with the 
old compantes. The ratio of old busi- 
ness to the new is increasing every 
day in the Cansda Life, while the 
expense ratio is increasing.” 

“The increased cost is due to the 
opening up of new districts as well 
as writing new business,” replied Sena- 
tor Cox. “The excess of expense and 
loading would continue as long as the 
company went after new business.” 

When Mr. Hellmuth asked if any 
campany had reached that stage, Mr. 
Cox replied, “Not in the Canada Life.” 

“It is a question where a difference 
of opinion is permitted. Even Mr. 
Sanderson, our actuary, differs with me, 
wanting me to go slow.” 

Mr. Cox stood out for branching out 
efter new business. 

Valuation of Assets. 


Mr. Hellmuth slashed at that $548,000 
Surplus and asked if $156,000 of it was 
not used for making up the reserve, and 
further, ‘he went into the way that the 
Goyernment adjudged value as stocks. 
“The Government does not allow you 
to take the market value,” Mr. Hell- 
muth sald 

Mr. Cox protested, and sald, “It would 
not be fair to show our assets at less 
than actual value.” 

“But” said Mr. Hellmuth, “your as- 
sets fluctuate from day to day, don’t 
thoy? You might make a million dol- 
Jars in a year, but your rate of Inter- 
set would not change, and then you 
might drop a million in a day or so?” 

“Wait,” said Mr. Cox, “It all depends 
upon the market value of assets. Some 
of the Scotch covenants, British con- 
sols and other securities manifestly 
showing large profits, are seriously af- 
fected sometimes by reason of decreas- 
ing value.” 

Mr, Hellmuth said that theso securi- 


ties coming back to yalue left the Can- 
ada Life no worse off financially, 


“Its just the reverse case," said Mr, 
Cox. 

“You have to show your book value 
to the Government, don't you?” asked 
the lawyer. 

“Yes, sir, and we do.” 

His Responsibility. 

Mr. Hellmuth touched again on Mr, 
Cox's policy of strenuous development, 
and the Senator said he took all the re- 
Sponsibility of developing the business, 
and that the old policyholders did not 
havo to pay for it. It was the new 
Molloyholders, who camo in on a three 
per oent. basis, and they had to settle. 

“But the actual expenses of the 
Canada Life have doubled in a few 
years,” urged Mr. Hellmuth. 

“I hope to see it double again,'— 
Qaughter)—in which Mr, Cox enjoyed 
‘Cas Sashes ss. oe 
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“YOU cont want to see it Gouble im 
percentage, do you?” asked Mr. Hell- 
muth. 

“Up to 1906 our business increased 


from $4,000,000 to $12,000,000,” said the 
Senator. 

“Your expenses of the company, al- 
though {it was increasing its business, 
were not increasing themselves, on 
that basis. In 1895 they were $479,000; 
1896, $281,000; 1897, $428,000; 1898, 
$439,000," sold Mr. Hellmuth. 

Mr. Cox: The expense rates of a life 
company doesn't mean very much. It 
might be 10 per cent. {n one case or 
80 per cent. in another, 

His Policy. 

“Now, when you came into control 
after the company had been going 
ahead without increasing its expendi- 
ture, how do you account for Increase 
since you took charge?” asked Mr. Hell- 
muth, 

Mr, Cox: ‘My policy right along has 
been to make a more substantial in- 
crease in the business,” 

Mr. Hellmuth: “From 1899 to 1900 
the expenses were $653,000 against 
$477,000. Hew’s that?” 

Mr. Cox: “The difference was to 
Provide for an annuity for the retiring 
president.” 

“So Mr. Ramsay's annuity 1s pro- 
vided for," said Mr. Hellmuth. 

“Was provided for that year,” 
plied the Senator. 

Mr. Cox continued, in explanation, 
that against the Increase in expenses 
the company had a much larger in- 
come in commissions, 

“What right have you to use their 
money for it? asked Mr. Hellmuth. 

"I want to make clear to you that 
it {6 practically a new company start- 
Ing out on a three per cent. basis, and 
all the expenses ore charged to this 
company,” said the Senator. 

"Is it to be kept entirely distinct as 
to reserves and otherwise from the 
business before 19007” asked Mr. Hell- 
muth.

A Prediction. 

“The time willecome soon when the 
new business will be of benefit to all 
connected with it,” predicted the man 
at the head of it 

“The company never pala any profits 
it didn't earn?” queried Mr. Hellmuth. 

“It paid most of the profits it did 
earn,” vouched the president. 

“In talking about writing down the 
reserve of the old company for that 
new business, some of your policyhold- 
ers will be struck off the books unless 
you insure long life with your policy. 
In 1904 you had your entire. business 
on a 31-2 per cent. basis?” 4 

“Yes, in 1904,” sald Mr, Cox. 

“No, in 1901,” (producing a state- 
ment). \ 

“We were then just at an end of a 
distribution of profits," explained Mr. 
Cox. 

“You had to take money belonging 
to your policyholders to strengthen your 
Teserve?” 

The Quinquennial Profits. 

Mr. Cox: Temporarily, yes sir. 

Mr. Hellmuth: I am told’ that policy- 
holders for quinquennial peripds say 
from 1900 to 1910, are the losers in the 
profits. 

Mr. Cox: My 4efence js this, if that 
man had have been a policyholder for 
thirty or forty years he would have re- 
celved sufficient of his profits. 

Then Mr. Cox read the letter, which 
was advice that the 31-2 per cent. rate 
Was the one that would make the com- 
panies greater. While it would affect 
the profits of the policyholders it would 
enhance the safety of the insurance. 
This letter was from ex-President 
Ramsay. 

Good Endorsation. 

“One of the largest policyholders, and 
one of our cleanest and intelligent men 
advocated our policy,” excldimed Mr. 
Cox. 

“How about the others?” 
lawyer. 

“They endorsed the policy which met 
with my approval. I take the respon- 
sibility. I am not shirking criticism.” 

Mr, Cox went on to say that the old 
Policyholders could not complain be- 
cause they had got out of the com- 
pany more money than they paid in, 

“That's what I want to get at. What 
Tight has the policyholder to com- 
plain?” 

“The approval of the old policyhold- 
ers is shown by increased Insurance 
from them to the company,” said the 
Senator. Cae 

“But mey are ented 10 pronts 
they are earned?” 

“Yes, within reasonable lines,” stated 
Mr. Cox. 

Mr. Hellmuth continued by produc- 
ing a sample minimum policy declared 
some years previous to 1895. He quoted 
that he had seen a number of policies 
Where the first value had been reduced 
owing to the change in reserve. The 
policyholders had looked for profits in 
cash, but these profits had been wiped 
out to provide for the reserve. 

“Have you a minimum policy with 
our company?” asked the Senator, 

“¥es," answered the Ontario coun- 
sel.

Questions the Questioner. 

“At what age?” (Laughter.) 

“T decline to answer that,” sald Mr. 
Hellmuth. 

Mr. Hellmuth wanted to know why. 
the profits from 1901, 1894 to 1901, had 
been put toward the accumulation of 
this reserve of 265 millions, and not 
spread over the fifteen years. Senator 
Cox tried to impress the fact that, al- 
though the profits had been taken for 
six years onty; they had been taken 
from three quinquennial periods, He 
would not deviate in the slightest from 
this answer. 

Mr. Hellmuth then advanced the 
idea that the policyholders had profits 
coming since 1901 after the reserve had 
ol been taken out, but the Senator ex- 
plained that the third quinguennial 
perlod was still being paid on, 

Senator Cox told the commission that 
he would prepare a statement showing 
the reason for the high rates. 

Commisisoner B. L. Kent tacklea 
the Senator after Mr. Hellmuth had 
concluded, and the answers amounted 
to “Tho solution of the ‘rebate’ evil is 
punishment by law.” 

Commissioner Kent asked of the pros- 
pects of a new company. 

“With the proper business manage- 
ment and energy a new company 
would certainly succeed,” said Senator 
Cox. “If I was thirty years younger I 
would start another one, but I would 
be up against hard, anxious, faithful 
Work for considerable time.”

Arrested In Connection With 
| Spain’s Bomb-Throwing. 


LINGUIST ROBERT HAMILTON 


Had Been Seen by Civil Guard With 
Manuel Morales, the Missing Suspect, 
on the Balcony From Which Bomb 
Was Thrown at King and Queen 
and the Two Mon Were Also 
| Seon Together at Baroolona. 


Madrid, Juno 2—The magnitude of 
the attempt on tho lives of King Al- 
fonso and Queen Victoria increases. 
The number killed {3 now given as 20 
and the wounded at 60. During the 
night thirty arrests were mado, Among 
the serlously injured is Gen. Weylor. 

i Whe Ministry has decided to con- 

tinue tho fetes for the purpose of al- 
laying public apprehension. Queen 
Victoria is Irreconcilable, declaring 
that she is responsible for so many 
persons being killed. 

King Alfonso had even a more mira: 
culous escape than js generally known. 
A fragment of the bomb struck his 
breast, but the force was broken by the 
chain of the Portuguese Ordor of San- 
Uago, which he was wearing. The chain 
was broken, but it stopped a plece of 
steel which might have plerced the 
King’s breast. 

Through Madrid on Automobile. 

King Alfonso and ‘hls (bride before 
luncheon yesterday rode through tho 
streets of Madrid in an automobile 
without an escort. They were loudly 
acclaimed by ‘the people. 

By direction of tho Ministry 20 
flowers were recelyed at the palace 
yesterday, owing to the danger of mis- 
sles being concealed in bouquets, 

The searches made by the poliec dis- 
closed the fact that the author of the 
outrage was Manuel Morales, a man of 
luxury and wealth. He ieft many valu- 
ables and fine clothes behind him in his 
hurried flight. He bought a bouquet 
of flowers before the attempt and con- 
cealed the bomb within it. This bou- 
quet was thrown amid the strewing of 
the flowers which fell upon the coach 
as a greeting to their Majestles. The 
would-be assassin rented an over- 
looking balcony at a fabulous price. 

An Englishman a Suspect. 

An individual arrested yesterday 
closely corresponds with the description 
of the author of Thursday's explosion. 
He is said to be an Englishman, and 
gives the name of Robert Hamilton. 
He ts about 50 years old and was 
pointed out.in the streets to the Span- 
ish police by English detectives who 
came here to attend the wedding fes- 
tivities. His arrest cause great ex- 
citement among the people and the sol- 
diers had to assist the police in taking 
the man to the statlen. He ts of good 
appearance and somewhat resembles 
the man the police are looking for. 

The suspect says he went to a bull 
fight Thursday afternoon, but he does 
not explain how he passed his time 
Thursday morning. 

Will Answer British Questions, 

He refuses to give the Spanish po- 
lice any further information, but adds 
that he is willing to answer any ques- 
tion the British consul may put to him. 
The prisoner speaks English, Spanish 
and Italian. When searched at the po- 
lice station, a knife and fork and sev- 
enty-five pesettas were found in the 
man’s possession. 

A member of the clvll guard yester- 
day afternoon recognized Hamilton, the 
English suspect, a3 a companion to 
Manuel Morales, on the balcony from 
which the bomb was thrown at the 
royal carriage. The two men were also 
seen together at Barcelona. 

To Suppress Anarchists. 

The Ministry is considering stringent 
measures for the suppression of an- 
archism, and probably bills will be pre- 
sented in the Cortes to stamp out the 
movement. Arrests are being made of 
all known anarchists. 

It 1s asserted that letters were re- 
ceived in Government quarters last 
night asserting’ that this would not 
be the last attempt, as the band of 
conspirators had declared its intentlon 
to keep up the effort.

CAUGHT; COMMITS SUICIDE 


Shot Guard Dead, and Then Turned to 
Flee, But Inhabitants Seized Him— 
Turned Revolvor on Himself and 


Sent Shot Into Region of Heart 
—Body Viewed and Completely 


Identified—Alfonso on Futuro, 


Madrla, June 4—The capture and 
suicide Saturday night at Torrejon do 
Ardos of Manuel Morales, the chief 
suspect in the bomb outrage against 
King Alfonso and Queen Victoria, adds 
another dramatic chapter to the incl- 
dents surrounding the royal wedding. 
Moralos was recognized In the little 
town of Torrejon de Ardos, midway 
between Madrid and Alcala. A guard 
sought to detain him, but Morales, 
drawing a reyolver, shot the guard 
dead. Then he turned to flee, but a 
number of the Inhabitants of the town 
were upon him, and turning the revol- 
ver upon himself ho sent a shot In tho 
region of his heart, expiring a fow 
minutes later. 

Senor Cuesta, the proprietor of the 
hotel, from the balcony from whioh 
Morales threw the bomb, ylewed the 
body yesterday morning and complete- 
ly identified it as that of his recent 
guest. i 

‘A close examination of the dead man 
showed that thero were three abra- 
sions on the body besides the death 
wound—one on the hand, one under 
the left eye, and one on the forehead. 

The final disposition of the body 
of Morales has not yet been determin- 
ed on, but the public demand an ig- 
nominous burial, 

Alfonso's Predictions. 

Tke American envoy to the royal 
wedding, Frederick W. Whiteridge 
had a brief conversation with King Al- 
fonso during the reception at the pal- 
ace Saturday night. When the o@nver- 
sation naturally turned to the attempt 
on the King and Queen, King Alfonso 
shrugged his shoulders and made the 
following significant statement, show- 
ing how he views the future: “Yes, 
fortunately it was unsuccessful; but 
it will come again. It may be any 
time—perhaps to-morrow, perhaps 
within a month, perhaps within a year 
—but it will come.” 

The face of the King wore a look of 
calm resignation as he gave this fore- 
cast of the future, Although he bore 
himself splendidly throughout the ter- 
rible experience, the courtiers witness- 
ed a trying scene as King Alfonso and 
Queen Victorfa hurried within the 
castle after the attempt was made to 
assassinate them. For a moment Al- 
fonso's nerves were completely un- 
strung, and turning to Queen Victoria, 
her dress spattered with blood, he ex- 
claimed: 

“Why did I bring you to this coun- 
try? It was wrong; you never should 
have come here.” 

Then the queen-mother and one of 
the infantas calmed the overwrought 
nerves of the King and the bridal 
‘couple repaired sadly to the nuptial 
chamber, 

The churches of Madrid yesterday 
celebrated masses of thanksgiving for 
the escape of the King and Queen. 

Driven From Home. 

Barcelona, June 4.—Senor Morales, 
father of the anarchist who attempted 
to kill King Alfonso and Queen Vic- 
toria, and who committed sulcide at 
Torrejon de Ardos Saturday night, was 
seen at Barcelona yesterday. He is the 
proprietor of a prosperous factory 
there. He has a strong individuality 
and Is highly respected. 

Answering the questions of an in- 
spector of police concerning his son, 
he said: “I wish to know nothing of 
this infamous creature formerly bear- 
ing my name. I have not considered 
him my son since I drove him from my 
house March 12.” The reasons wero 
puroly domestic. 

Englishman Is Released. 

Madrid, June 4—Robert Hamilton, 
the English bomb suspect, has been 
released. The British embassy inter- 
vened. It seems to haye been a case of

A. W. Smith of Beachville Was Arrest- 
ed and Charged With Fraud at St. 
Catharines and Was Remanded

tions of a Co-operative Socieiy 
Which Did Not Exist. 


Woodstock, June 4.—“Wor sale—sugor 
33 lbs, best granujated sugar for one 
dollar; also everyting you eat, wear 
or use, at holesale, no matter where 
you live. Co-operation pays the freight 
and saves you one-third. Send for Hat 
First National Co-operative Society, 
Woodstock, Ont,” 

The foregoing advertisement, insert- 
ed in various Canadian papers, attract- 
ed attention, it would seem from re- 
sults, all over Canada. 

High Constable Boylo, St. Catharines, 
and Constable Hill of this city went to 
Boachyille and tool Arthur Smith of 
Hllcrest Farm into custody. Satumlay 
morning the prisoner was taken to St. 
Catharines to answer to a charge of 
obtaining money under false pretences, 
with intent to defraud 

Tho arrest was made at the instlga- 
tion of B. G, Hull & Sons of St. Cath- 
arines, nurserymen, who claim to have 
sent money to Smith Bros. of Beach- 
villo for a shipment of seed potatoes, 
which was never forwarded. 

The arrest led to the uncovering of 
some strange doings, Circular letters, 
it is said, have been sent broadcast 
over the country by means of the mails, 
advertising “seed potatoes, which sold 
Jn the old country In 1903 for $7,000 per 
stone (14 pounds), collie dogs, Imported 
hogs, strawberry plants” ond other 
things almost as varied and numerous 
as it is possible to imagine. -This cir- 
cular was directly responsible for the 
arrest of Arthur Smith. 

In addition to the circular, a publi- 
cation known as The Canadian Co- 
Operator, was published monthly and 
sent out, advertising everything “from 
& needle to an anchor,” the cholce of 
goods being as great as 1s found in the 
biggest department store in the land 
Groceries are given particular atten- 
tion, and prices are quoted away be- 
low those which the manufacturers 
quote to the wholesalers. Granulated 
Sugar cannot be bought at 33 lbs. for 
@ dollar {n carload lots, but the unsus- 
pecting were duped right and left, and 
money orders, postal notes, registered 
letters, bank drafts, etc, have been 
eoming to the Woodstock postoffice for 
months, only to be sent to the dead 
letter office and returned to the senders. 

The First National Co-Operative So- 
clety could not be located by the auth- 
orties here, and an inspector of the 
Postoffice Department came here to 
investigate the society. It was de- 
cided, for some reason not known to 
the local police, not to prosecute the 
concern. 

The “IMirst National’ has no office in 
this city, but mail addressed to the con- 
cern found its way into Smith’s hands, 
and he is hold responsible. 

Chief Zeats has recelyed many com- 
munications from people who have 
been duped, and in some cases the 
dupes have even come to this city to 
try to recover their money. The mails 
were extensively used, and farmers 
seemed to be the special_mark.

Court House and the Dominion Hotel. 
Nearly every place of business on Matn' 
street was similarly damaged. 

At this moment it Is Impossible to 
compute the monetary loss, but the 
number of plate glass fronts that will 
have to be restored Is large. 


OVER NIAGARA BANK. 


Laborer Pulled Over Cliff by Mach~- 
inery and Crushed Beneath It. 
Niagara Falls, N. ¥., June 4—An- 
tonio Forgolone, of No. 748 Nineteenth 
street, was fatally injured in a fall 
over the high bank into the gorge be- 
low the falls at midnight Saturday 

night, 

Forgolone was !n the employ of the 
Niagara Falls Hydraulic Power and 
Manufacturing Co.asadriller. He was 
operating a steam drill on a ledge of 
rock at the edge of the bank, and in 
moving his machine it became over- 
balanced and toppled toward the edge. 

Forgoione, in trying to save it, hung 
on too long and was pulled over the 
edge with it. The machine and man 
turned a complete somersault in the 
descent, and in landing the heavy drill 
fell upon the unfortunate man, crush- 
ing him. 

Hoe lived until his companions got 
him to the top of the gorge and to the

Six Men Drowned. 

North Sydney, June 4,—One of the 
worst tragedies in the history of Syd- 
ney Mines occurred there early Sunday 
morning when six men lost their llve3 
by drowning off Cranberry Head, 
where, after leaving a liquor saloon 
Sunday morning, they conspired to 
overhaul the lobster traps. The boat 
which they obtained was a mere shell. 
On reaching the traps, it is supposed 
all men leaned over the same side of the 
boat to pull the tray in, with the re- 
sult that the frail craft upset, throwing 
the six occupants into the water. Two 
of the bodies have been found.

Bisbee, Arizona, June 4.—Latest ad- 
vices from Cananea, Mexico, where a 
raco riot raged Friday between Mexi- 
cans and Americans, following a strike 
of the Mexican miners at the Greene 
Consolidated Copper Mines, says the 
situation at Cananea last night was 
normal The American volunteers, who 
went across the line at Naco, with Goy- 
ernor Ysabel of Sonora, on Saturday 
morning, returned to Bisbee yesterday 
morning. Their services were no long- 
or needed, although their presence 
there during Saturday before the ar- 
tiyal of Col. Kostorlisky with Mexican 
rurales, held the situation in check. 

The town !s now under martial law 
and Col. Kosterlisky is disarming 
Americans and Mexicans alike. A tele- 
phone message yesterday says that no 
shots have been fired since Saturday 
afternoon at 6 o'clock. Col. Kosterlisky 
and Governor Ysabel, assisted by Gen. 
Torres, are on tho ground, and Col. 
Greens, chief owner of the Gananea 
copper mines, makes the statement that 
the troublo ts over. 

A conservative estimate of the num- 
ber killed in the two days’ fighting is 
36 Mexicans and six Amoricans.

Second, is 'the proper con- 
ception of the Standard, an under- 
standin of its various phrases, and 
thd knowledze| of Knowing how to ap- 
ply the phrases to the living fowl in 
your yard. If you are not familian 
with these, do not try to mate your 
birds for @ desired result, as you 
surely will be disappointed. Better 
call in an experienced breeder, or the 
year’s work will be ruined by your 
inexperience. 4 

Ii, has been said ‘time and azain 
thet |the male bird is one-half the 
yard, ‘And so he is, but should we 
place-too great confidence in the first 
half und mezglect the second half? Our 
matings will amount to nothing, So 
let us give each half, the male and 
the females, each as much thouwzbht 
and consideration as the other. 

Looking over the various papers ov- 
ery month, we find questions some- 
thing Jike this; ‘How inany hLeoscan 
¥ mate a cockerel to expect good Ler- 
tile emzs?” In many instances the 
writer either neglects to mention the 
breed ‘he has or thinks the editor of 
that department is a mind reader, 
Here is a plan that, should you fol- 
low it, will be about correct; 

Small Joreedd, such as Leghorns, 
Hamburgs, Minorcas, Polish, etc., one 
male to twelve to fifteen females;

I. Games, ete., one male to cizht or 
ten females; Asiatic or heavy breeda, 
suoh as frahmas, Cochins, Lang- 
Shans, etc,, one male ta from six to 
eight females. Of course you could 
use more than the above and jzet 
strong. vigorous chicks, I will advise 
you to use less females, or else a 
mule beyond the ordinary in actiy- 
ity. 

Another (point ‘to be (guarded 
against im matin your pens is, mat- 
ing pullets with cockerels and in- 
‘breeding too closely. While some of 
the breeders claim to have success 
with cockerel pullet qatinzs, it is 
much safer to mate cockerel-hen or 
pullett-cock matings, as either side 
off the yard or yards. Never—unless 
you ‘thoroughly understand the ‘bus- 
iness — mate brother and sister, mo- 
‘then and son, or father and dauzh- 
iter together, and ‘expect vizorous 
took. It can’t be done and the yi- 
tality of your flock kept up. 

Do not put in aj pen ten or twelve 
‘fowla in a hous eor yard that should 
mot haye over five or six and expect 
the best of resulls. Allow wach 
bird ‘ut least ten square fest in yard 
room hod from four to six square 
feel in the house. J saw a |good il- 


lustraltion of this point some ‘time 
ago. It said in part; “People who 
Jive in crowded rooms are not as 


healthy ‘us those who have plenty of 
reom to move about in.” So it is 
with jour flocks — if crowd trem 
they develop bad habits, such as fea- 
Lheis eating, ete., wher if they had. 
room (enough to move about freely, 
‘and visit one another they would ba 
more fhealthy and never ‘think of 
feather pulling or ezg caling.

MILK PURITY. 
renn SS 
‘A despatch states that impure milk 
fhas been tho cause of fifty cases of 
typhoid fever at St. Johne, New Brus- 
qwick. Our health authorities and 
other citizens are heard from occa- 
sionally as to ‘the necessity for tak- 
ing energetic measures to securethe 
purity of our source of water sup- 
ply for domestic purposes, ‘hut 
there seems to be no action ‘towards 
wroicction against a more insidious 
danzer, pollution of the milk supply. 
It ig mot asserted that any of the 
present Healers Enowinzly supply 
impure milk. Milk dealers aro 
human, and if not honestly inclined 
to furnish impure milk may, ‘be lead 
toa da so b yigmorance, want of care 
or in some cases wilful disregard of 
the conditions necessary to fuarantes 
fan absolutely pure fluid. Not only 
this, but customers of milk dealers 
may be paying milk prices for a lib- 
eral supply of water,or pure milk 
Prices for skimmed milk, or pure milk 
prices for milk “doctored” with em- 
balming fluid to preserve ‘the stale 
milk from goimg sour, as was done by 
Brantford milk vendors. They were 
detected and heavily fined, eomething 
that could not ‘be done in Lindsay 
"Why? Because Lindsay haa na 
milk by-law, such as Brantford has, 
and therefore cannot license ven- 
dors and brinz them into gubjection 
to official inspection. Why is not 
something (done in this direction? 
There certainly is danzer from neg- 
fect of the mspectionof milk. as the 
St. John’s outbreak of typhoid, due to 
impure milk, plainly shows. The 
provisions of imspection need not ‘be 
fsnsrous ta (the dealers. A license ata 
momina! fes will be sufficient to bring 
ithe dealers under the jurisdiction of 
tthe town authorities and amenable ito 
contro). This is an easy matter to 
ring about and it is’ one that should 
mot be neglected.

Provincial Secretary Hanna Is Glorying In Making Money at the Ex- 
pense of Employers of Honest Labor by Initlating the Gdlous 
Contract System In Prison Labor.

Tho parliam- 
ontary committes of the Canadian 
Manufacturers’ Association is meef- 
ing to take action\in the same mane 
meet yp (le adh Hh rat Lt | 
It ix mot! conlonded fon a moment 
that tho inmates of the Central Pri- 
son/should not be umployed—it would 
not’ be fair to ithe state, which has 
o right to zot\somo! return for main- 
tenance and it would not be fair to 
the prisoners, lo keep them’ in idle- 
ness, What is contended is that the 
prisoners should be employed in such 
a manner (as to do tho least possible 
injury td free labor, and that the On- 
tarlo Zovernment by its recent con- 
tracts entuated this competition.

—The Division. 


Ottawa, June 5.—With the statemami 
of the Prime Minister that he had 
Jooked over the names of the share 
holders of the North Atlantic Trading 
Co. and found they were respectable 
firms in Holland, Germany and Russia, 
and with an offer of confidentja] sub 
mission thereof to the leader of the 
Opposition or any committee he might 
tame, which offer was rejected, the 
House yesterday absolved Mr. W. T. 
R. Preston from the obligation to make 
the names public in the Committee of 
Agriculture. 

This oft-discussed subject was re 
vived by Mr. Monk in’a motion: that 
Mr. Preston be summoned to the bar 
of the House and required to answer 
the questions. 

“If there is anything on which any 
British country prides itself it is thai 
{ts word, once given, is to be respect 
ed under al) circumstances.” 

With that stirring appeal Sir Wilfrid 
Laurler met the arguments of Mr 
Monk. The Premier quoted Todd, the 
well-known Parliamentary authority, 
against unwarrantable intrusion ip 
private affairs except for just cause 
and in the absence of any specific 
charge he said no just cause existed,

FISHERY RECULATIONS. 


@ 


Information for the Cuidance 
of Sportsmen. 

The close seasons are; Bass and 
maskinonge, April 15-June 15, picker 
el April 15-May 15; speckled trout, 
September 15-April 30; salmon trout, 
and whitefish. November 1-30, Both 
days inclusive in all cases. 

The fpenalty for violation of any of 
these provisions is $10 to $50 for first 
offence, and $20 to $100 for second or 
subsequent offence. 

“Na one shall fish for, catch or 
on kill, in any, of the waters of the 
Province, in one day by angling, or 
shall carry, away, a greater number 
than eizht small or lange-mouthed 
black bass, four maskinonze, twelve 
pickere! (dore) or four lake trout. 

“No one shall fish for, catch or kill | 
in any of the waters of the Province, 
in any one day by angling, or shall 
carry away @ greater number of spec- 
kled trout ex brook trout than in the 
agizrezate shall weigh more thau ten 
pounds, and no greater number than 
thirty speckled trout or brook trout. | 
though said number weigh less than | 
ten pounds, 

“No small or lange mouth black 
bass less than ten inches in length; ! 
no speckled trout less than six

The numerous views included; Enz- 
lish kinderzardens ond pupils engaz- 
ed in) mature study; Ottawa Model 
School; Chicaijzo' Manual Trainiog

2 WOMEN WERE DROWNED 


Other Members of the Crew Were Res- 
cued by Fishermen or Drifted Ashore 
—It Is Claimed That the Cowle Did 
Not Stop and Render Assistance 
—Erin Is Owned by Thomas 
Conlon of Thorold, Ontario. 


Detroit, Mich., June 1—The steamer 
Brin, up-bound and towing the 
schooner Danforth, was run into and 
cut jn two by the steamer Oowle in 
the St. Clair River, just below St. 
Clair early yesterday, and several mem- 
bers of the Erin's crew were drowned. 

The dead are:— 

Mrs, Mary Reed, Spanish River, Ont. 

Watchman, shipped from Detroit; 
home Amherstburg, Ont. 

Woman cook, Mrs. Hubert, Cleve- 
land. 

The Erin sank in twenty deet of 
water. Amos Chester, Fred Chester 
and Charles McLeod, fishermen on tho 
Canadian slde, belng close at hand, 
gave six people. Had they not gone 
to assist, all would hayoe been drowned. 
Tho Cowle, it is said, kept right on her 
course, offering no assistance to the 
il-fated craft. 

The Brin js owned by Thomas Con- 
Jon, of Thorold, Ont., and the Cowle by 
the United States Transportation Co. of 
Cleveland. The collision occurred dur- 
ing a fog. The Cowle is a modern 
freighter, and it not thought to have 
been much damaged, while the Erin 
Was a wooden yessel of the old type. 

Six Were Rescued. 

Six members of the Erin crew and 
the 13-yéar-old son of Mrs. Reed, who 
Was on the steamer, were saved. Capt. 

| Sullivan and the boy were picked up 

by tho yawl of the Danforth, while 
@ fishermen saved Mate George Patter- 
son, of Port Dalhousie, Ont. James 
y Dagden and Grove Shock, of Windsor,

Tho rescued men wero taken to tho 
plant of the Great Lakes Engineorlng 
Co, at St. Clair. 

The Erin was carrylng 800 tons of 
coal from St Catharines to Algoma 
) Mills. Officers of the schooner Dan- 
forth charged that the Cowle did not 
(iste: and assist {n the rescuo of the 
Brin crew. 

Chief Engineer Patrick Quinn, Port 
Dathousle; Fireman “Bang’’ Hill, St. 
Catharines, and the first mate, were 
reported drowned, but they later camo 
ashore safely at Courtright, having 
clung to drifting wrockage.

THEN A TRAGEDY 


Bomb Thrown At Spain’s Young 
King and Queen. 


SAVED BY ELECTRIC WIRING 


Personal and Military Attendants of the 
Royal Pair, to the Number of 16, 
Torn to Fragments by the Explo- 

sion—King and Queen, Compos- 
, ed, Changed Their Carriage 
and Were Driven to Palace. 


Madrid, Juno 1,—The public rejoic- 
ings over the marriage of King Alfonso 
and Princess Victoria had a terribly 
dramatic sequel at 2.30 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon, 18 a bomb thrown from 
an upper window exploded with dead- 
ly effect near the coach occupied by 
the King and Queen. Proyidentially, 
King Alfonso and Queen Victoria es- 
caped by an electric wire deflecting the 
bomb, but at least 16 persons, most of 
them being of the personal and mill- 
tary escort, and others, spectators, 
were Killed. Many others wore injured. 

‘An official statement indicates a pos- 
sibility that two bombs were thrown, 
one exploding in the air by striking a 


telegraph wire, and the other falling | 


go close to the royal carriage that a 
groom at the head of the wheel horses 
was ldlled, as also were the wheel 
horses. 

The Killed. 

Captain Barrios, commanding part 
of the King’s escort, Lieutenant Rey- 
sient, Lieutenant Prendergast, six sol- 
diers, the Marquise of Colosa and her 
daughter, Don Antonio Calvo and his 
niece, aged 0 years, Jose Sola, 70 years 
of age, Luss Fonseca. 

One royal groom, who was leading a 
horse drawing the coach carrying the 
King and Queen.

ing on the balcony of the house from 
hist the bomb was thrown. The ex- 
plosion occurred just as the royal 
couple were about to enter the palace, 
shaking the buildings in tho vicinity, 
stunning a large number of people, and 
throwing the cortege Into inextricable 
confusion. 
King and Queen Safe. 

The royal coach was brought to a 
sudden stop by the shock, officers and 
soldiers of the escort falling to the 
ground about the equerry and horses 
that had been killed. The screams of 
the terrified Pee mingled with 
the groans of the dying. 

enna {mmediately seen that the 
royal coach was intact, except as it 
‘had been damaged by flying splinters. 
King Alfonso Immediately alighted and 
assisted Queen Victoria out of the car- 
riage, They then entered another coach 
and were driven swiftly to the palace. 

In the meantime the scene of the tra- 
gedy presented a horrible spectacle, 
with dead men and horses lying about, 
Mterally torn to pieces. Intense excite- 
ment prevailed. 

Miscreant Captured. 

The placo from which the bomb was 
thrown is a boarding house. The cham- 
ber from which the missle was hurled 
was taken May 22 by a man from 
Barcolona, giving the name of Manual. 
When the police surrounded the house 
the man attempted to flee but was 
captured. Another man escaped over 
the roofs of houses. 

One of tho injured proved to be a 
son-in-law of Premier Moret’s private 
secretary. 

Concealed In Bouquet. 

An official statement says: The bomb 
which was concealed ia a bouquet, was 
of polished steel half a centimeter 
thick. It was thrown from a third floor 
window. The house is opposite the 
Church of the Sacrament ang the cap 
tain-general’s residence. 

The royal procession had come to a 
temporary halt with the royal carriage 
exactly opposite the house when the 
bomb was thrown, 

The missle fell to the right of the 
royal carriage, between the hindmost 
palr of horses and the front pair of 
wheels. 

Courageous But In Tears. 

The Duke of Cornacheucles {mmed- 
Jately pushed open the carriage and 
helped out the King and then the 
Queen, who showed signs of the great- 
est emotion. Both, however, behaved 
with the utmost courage. They entered 
another carriage and the procession 
was resumed. On their arriyal at tho 
royal palace, it was noticed that the 
King and Queen both were in tears. 
They were quickly surrounded by for- 
elgn princes, each anxious to show 
sympathy and offer congratulations on 
the miraculous escape. 

The indignation of the people over 
the outrage was great. 


ALFONSO AND ENA UNITED. 


Magnificent Wedding — Brilliant Spec- 
tacle In Streets of Madrid—Crowd 
Cheered and Showered Flowers. 


Madrid, June 1.—The marriage of 
King Alfonso to Princess Ena Victoria 
was colebrated yesterday. 

The eclty awoke yesterday under a 
cloudless sky with dazzling sunshine 
adding {ts glories to the bewildering 
maze of color in which ‘the streets 
Wero enyeloped. At 8 o'clock crowds 
densely packed the main thoroughfares 
ond the troops tool up their positions, 
stopping all traffic, and the whole city 
took on an alr of feverish expectancy, 
Tho esplanade fronting the royal pal- 
nce was occupied by regiments of the 


Royal Guards. All along the route of 
the cortege hurrled preparations were 
going on. Troops lined both sides of the 


streets in solid ranks for miles, Tho 
sceno from the Puerto Del Sol ito the 
Pardo Palace was one of striking bril- 
Maney. All the bulldings were resplen- 
dent with the yellow and red colors of 
Spain. Tho population of Madrid had 
turned out In a body and was augment- 
ed to twice its usual sizo by yisitors 
from the country and neighboring 
towns, 
The Bride's Arrival. 

Princess Victoria came from the 
Pardo Palace to Madrid eanly in the 
morning, accompanied by her mother, 
Princess Menry of Battenberg, and 
her ladies of honor, and escorted by a 
regiment of the Royal Guards. The 
bride's party was installed in the Min- 
dstry of Marine, which had been sump- 
tuously prepared for her. ‘hero tho 
princess put on her wedding dress and 
Queen Christina greeted the bride, af- 
ter which tho ladies breakfasted to 
gether 
Som 


Wedding Procession. 

Tho wedding cortege started from the 
Royal Palace at 9,30 a. m, amid the 
ringing of church bells, the firing of 
artillery salutes and the clamorous en- 
thusiasm of the crowds massed along 
the route. 

Following tho Spanish grande¢s and 
princes were the visiting princes, Includ- 
ing the Prince and Princess of Wales. 

Royal Bride and Bridegroom. 

As the King’s coaca appeared it was 
greeted by no great roar, while the mul- 
titude wildly wayed handkerchiefs, 
fans and parasols, His Majesty could 
plainly bo seen smiling and bowing to 
the popular greetings. 

Immediately following the royal 
coach came the bride's party, forming 
another glittering array of gala coaches,

bearing the Jordg and ladies in waiting 
and the princes and princesses of the 
House of Battenberg, and finally camo 
the famed mahogany coach with the 
radiant bride, Princess Victoria, at-

Flowers Showered on Bride. 

The appearance of the princess who 
was about to becomo their Queen 
aroused the people to the highest pitch 
of emotion. Men and women cheered 
and shouted friendly salutations, while 
others from the balconies of the houses 
along the route showered flowers on 
the princess and let loose hundreds of 
pigeons carrying long bright streamers. 
The bride looked most charming and 
graciously acknowledged the continued 
ovations. 

Ceremony at the Church. 

On reaching the Chamber of Deputies 
the cortege came in sight of the Church 
of St. Jeronimo el Real, which was 
magnificently adorned for the cere- 
mony. Over the entrance was sus- 
pended an immense canopy of red and 
yellow velvet, embroidered with Span- 
ish escutcheons and supported on gold- 
tipped lances. Awaiting the bridal par- 
ty stood lines of halberdiers and palace 
guards. 

At 11 a. m, tho bridal party entered 
the church. 

The Crucial Moment. 
As the royal couple entered the as- 


semblage arose and 200 choristers in- |

The bride entered with her mother, 
brother and Queen Christinla, the sil- 
vered embroidery of her wedding dress 
being reflected by the myriad of lights 
until she seemed to be robed In jewels. 
Her veil, slightly drawn aside, revealed 
her clear, fine features, with cheeks 
full of of youthful color. 

They Stand Together. 

The King advanced to meet the 
bride and they stood together as the 
Marriage service began. The ceremony 
was performed with all the impres- 
siveness of the Roman ritual, Cardinal 
Sancha, Archbishop of Toledo, robed in 
crimson eilk, officiating, assisted by a 
special nuncio of the Pope, and the 
highest dignitaries of the church, with 
scores of acolytes and incense burners. 
The ceremony, which lasted nearly an 
hour, terminated with the nuncila pro- 
nouncing the Pope's benedictian of tho 
newly-marrled couple, and the chant- 
ing of the Te Deum. 

As the King and Princess Victoria 
were pronounced man and wife, the 
news was signalled to the waiting 
crowds, and all Madrid broke into 
frantic demonstrations of joy, while 
cannon boomed and church bells chim- 
ed. 

“Long Live Queen Victoria.” 

Entering the royal coach at 12.80 p.m,. 
the King and Queen of Spain returned 
to the palace amid scones of the wild- 
est enthusiasm, the throngs shouting 
“Long Uve Queen Victoria.” 


Medicines Adultorated. 

Ottawa, June 1—Hon. Wm. Tem- 
pleman presided at the special com- 
mittee on patent medicines yosterday. 
Dr, Dube, professor at Laval, was ex- 
amined. He sald that about 75 per 
cent. of standard drugs wero adul- 
terated. This was owing to tho keen 
competition in the business. The doc- 
tor was opposed to tho sale of patent 
medicines. He thought the Government 
should have all patent medicines ana- 
lyzed so that it would be known what 
they contained.

ITS POWER USURPED 


Douma Should Resolve to Dis- 
band and Go Home, 


| DECLARES PEASANT LEADER 


Abolition ef the Death Penalty and 
General Amnesty Advocated In Fiery 
Words, But Constitutional Demo- 
crates ond Moderates Induce 
Parliament to Legislate and Ac- 
cept Compromise Resolution. 


St. Petersburg, June 1—Indignation 
over the execution of the elght revolu- 
tlonists at Riga on the heels of the in- 
terpellation of the Government on the 
subject adopted by the Lower House of 
Parliament created a storm with the 
opening of the session yesterday. 

After the reading of a meseage of; 
congratulation from the President of 
the Argentine Parlfament, couched in 
extremely cordial terms, which was re~ 
ceived with much applause, the group 
of Radical Constitutional Democrats, 
supported by the workmen group, urg- 
ed tho necessity of immediately fram- 
ing a law to abolish the death penalty, 
In view of the Government's refusal to 
cease executions, 

The majority of the speeches were 
extremely revolutionary in tone and the 
moderate and Constitutional Demo- 
cratic leaders had hard work in stem- 
| ming tho tide of radicalism which 
| threatened to carry the House off its 
\ feet. 

M. Alladin, the peasant leader, urg- 
ed the necessity for the instant adop- 
tion of a law abolishing the death pen- 
alty and proclaiming general amnesty, 
a8 @ supreme act of Parliament with- 
out regard to the action of the upper 
House or the Government, or else 
proclaim to the country that Parlia- 
| ment is impotent, all its powers hav- 
ing been usurped by the “owners of the 
; Cossacks and machine guns.” 

Father Poyarnsk!, an orthodox priest 
of Voronezh, was second only to M. 
Alladin In violence of language. He 
declared that if the death penalty was 
not immediately abolished it would be 
the duty of Parliament to resolve to 
ceage its attempt to legislate, disband 
and go home. 

M. Naboukoff, leader of the Conatitu- 
tional Democrats, Prof. Kusmin Kara- 
vieff, of the Tver delegation and other 
moderates, pleaded with the House not 
to take such a deflant step. While 
warmly insisting on the advisability of 
passing a law abolishing the death pen- 
alty, he urged the wisdom of legislat- 
ing in a legal fashion, and not forcing 
a rupture before the authority of Par- 
liament had been established in the 
country. 

In the end a compromise resolution 
was passed, practically with unanimity, 
Instructing the committee on the in- 
violability of any person to present a 
pill within five days providing for the 
abolition of the death penalty, the bill 
to be considered urgent and the presi- 
dent of the House to fix a day for its 
consideration, not later than June 9. 

Bribed to Murder Vice-Consul. 

Tifils, Transcaucasia, June 1—The 
viceroy has recelved news that the as- 
sassins of William HL Stuart, the Amer- 
fcan vice-consul, at Batoum, who was 
kflled on May 20, have been apprehend- 
ed and have confessed that they were 
bribed to commit the crime, giving the 
name of the instigators, who also haye 
been arrested. No details of the con- 
spiracy are available. 


MR. SIFTON’S ABLE DEFENCE. 


Administration of West In the Inter 
ests of the People. 


Ottawa, June 1—High-water mark 
in the debating annals of the present 
session was reached yesterday on the 
| Government’s land policy. Necessarily 
from his long administration of the In- 
terior Department Hon. Clifford Stiton 
chad been made the chief.object of the 
Opposition attacks. Yesterday the ex- 
Minister broke his long silence in a 
lengthy speech, the excellence of 
which even drew congratulations from 
Mr. Foster. Mr. Sifton was thoroughly 
at home in his subject, and the defence 
he offered was complete and conyin- 
cing. As he reviewed the tangles in 
which he found western affairs in 1896, 
and then turned to the successful ad- 
ministration since that date, he roused 
frequent cheers on the Government 
benches. Both sides of the House lis- 
tened with tho greatest attention 
throughout the; long exposition of the 
Government's position. Mr. Foster fol- 
lowed. Mr. Lake also spoke, and Mr. 
Turriff will continue the debate to- 
day. 

Mr. Fitzpatrick's Retirement.

Death of the Most Famous Po- 
lice Official In Canada. 


AN ADVENTUROUS CAREER 


First a Sailor and Then a Secret Ser~ 

vice Officer—Took Part In American. 

Civil War—Called by Late Sir Oli- | 

ver Mowat In 1874, and Had Been. + 

In the Government's Continuous - 
Employ Since the year 1875.

Toronto, June 13.—Inspector John: 
Murray of the Ontario criminal inyes- 
tigation department died last evening 
at 7.30. The announcement was Te 
celved with genuine regret. Detective 
Murray is survived by a married 
daughter, Mrs. William Boyd, of Cape- 
Breton, C. B,, and Miss Mary Murray, 
who lived at home. 

Ran Away to Sea. 

John Wilson Murray was born im 
Edinburgh, Scotland, June 25, 1840. He 
removed, with his family, to New York 
at the age of five years. Owing to hie 
mother’s poor health, he return- 
ed with her to Scotland when he 
Was eleven, and attended schoo) there- 
In 1652 he ran away from school, ship- 
ped on a coaster and landed at Liver- 
pool. He ran across hig father’s ship- 
and sailed with him for New York 
He was again sent to school and again 
Tan away. After salling round the West 
Indies his father found him ané 
brought him back to New York, and 
for the third time sent him to school_ 
Young Murray languished through the 
winter months, and when gpring cama 
the spirit of unrest stirred him, and 
away he went back to the sea. 

In the late spring he returned to the 
great lakes, and on June 5, 1857, he en- 
listed in the United States navy, where 
he stayed unti] the civil war broke ont 
in 1861. He was 21, and the opportun— 
ity came for him to realize the ambi- 
tion of his early years. There was a 
shortage of officers In the regular ser- 
vice, and Murray was picked es one of 
the likely young fellows to be sent om 
to the training school at Washington. 
He worked and studied faithfully, an@ 
when the examinations were held he 
| recelved 2 commision. Murray sery- 
ed through the civil war and fought at 
Mobile. After the war was over he was 
ordered to the great lakes aboard the 
Michigan, and in 1866 he left the Michi- 
fan, and the service. 

Beginning of a Career. 

Detective Murray's first case, and the 
turning point of his whole career, was 
a wonderiul story. The attempt of the 
Confederates in 1864 to capture the- 
Michigan and take Johnson Island in 
Sandusky Bay, release 4,000 Confeder- 
ates imprisoned there, set the ‘sland 
on fire, destroy Detroit, Cleveland ang: 
Buffalo and strike terror into the heart 
of the north, was discovered by Mur~ 
Yay, and it was he who unearthed the- 
identity of the picturesque leader and’ 
was instrumental in frustrating the 
schemes so cunningly devised. 

Then he decided to be a detective. 
He went to Washington as soon aa the 
war was over and entered the United 
States secret service. He was then 26_ 
In 1874 Murray received this telegram: 
“Come to Toronto. (Signed) O. Mowat." 

He came to Toronto and was put om 
® counterfeiting case at Owen Souni 
His work was eminently successful, 
and he returned to St Thomas. Short- 
ly after he received an appointment 
from the Provincial Government in 
1875, and he has been in its emplon 
ever since.

“Did you consider it a wise precau- 
tion to take a supply of liquor?” asked 
Mr. Macpherson. 

“I would not have gone without It,” 
replled Major Moodie. 

“Would a man who took lMquor stand 
more hardship than one who did not?’” 
asked Dr. Stockton. 

“If we were traveling in the winter 
liquor would be the worst thing a man 
could (ake, but I have in the north 
seen Hquor sayo a man's life. On the 
Arctic expedition, wo did not give men 
Mquor when on land trips.

Prime Minister of New Zealand an 
Englishman by Birth and Education 
—Man Chiefly Responsible for Many

Sydney, N.S.W., June 11—Richard 
John Seddon, Prime Minister of New 
Zealand, died from heart fallure last 
evening, aboard the steamer Owstrey 
Grange, on which he had embarked 
yesterday morning to return to New 
Zealand.

ISLAND PARK WASHED OUT 


Flood the Highest In Johnstown Since 
tho Disaster of May 31, 1889—An Un- 
known Woman Killed on Old Stone 
Bridge, the Only Death So Far 
Roported—Water Up to First 
Floor in Many of the Houses. 


Johnstown, Pa. June 8—A cloud- 
burst ot Hooveraville, elghteem miles 
north of here, early yesterday, caused 
Stony Creek to rise suddenly here and’ 
portions of the lower part of the city 
are under water. 

From 6.30 o'clock until noon the wat- 
er rose 18 feet. It is up to the first 
floor In many houses. The chief of po- 
lice has ordered the Inmates of a large 
tenement containing twenty familles to: 
vacate the premises for fear the build- 
ing will be wrecked by the flood, 

Island Park, a pleasure resort two 
miles from the city, has been practicai- 
ly washed out of existence, but no lives 
wero lost. 

The only fatality resulting from the 
flood, so far reported, is the killing of 
an unknown woman, who was struck 
‘by a train while standing on the famous 
old stone bridge here watching the high 
water, 

The crest of the flood was reached at 
moon, and reports from towns above 
say that the waters are subsiding ra- 
pidly.. 

The damage along Stony Creek {s es- 
timated at $25,000. 

At Hooversville an unoccupied frame 
schoolhouse and a county bridge were 
washed away. 

Yesterday's flood 1s sald to have been 
the highest since the disaster of May 
31, 1839. 

Butler, Pa, June 8—Continuous 
thunderstorms and heavy rains Wed- 
nesday night has resulted In the great- 
est flood in this section in half a cen- 
tury. Between Boydstown and North 
Hope the downpour resembled a cloud- 
‘burst. Five feet of water {3 pouring 
over the sluiceway. of the Boydstown 
dam, and the water at noon was within 
a few inches of the top of the dam. 
Kearns’ Meadow, north of Butler, 1s 
covered with 9 feet of watery The 
Kearns’ bridge 1s entirely submerged, 
and the water has stopped the mach- 
inery in the pumping station of the 
Butler Water Co. Work has also been 
suspended in the Davis Lead Works, 
Hemilton Bottle Works, part of the 
Standard Steel Works, and a number 
of smaller factorles. 

Thousandg of dollars’ worth of lum- 
ber have been washed anay from the 
Purvis, Cornelius, and Wm. Wyck lum- 
ber yards, and farmers in the creck 
bottoms have suffered great damage to 
crops. Five feet of water surrounds 
houses in the lower portions of Butler, 
and scores of families were taken from 
their dwellings. 

Every railroad entering the clty is 
disabled by the water, and no mall 
trains reached Butler yesterday. Long 
stretches of track are reported to have 
been washed out. 

80 Injured In Kansas Tornado. 

Hillsboro, Kans., June 8.—A tornado 
struck Goesset, a German Mennonite 
settlement, 15 miles southwest of here, 
yesterday, destroying the largest store 
in the town and several residences. 
Goesset was practically destroyed 
About 80 persons were injured. The 

tornado laid waste a strip of 200 yards 
wide. Several stores and 12 resid- 
ences were demolished and «every 
house in the town was damaged. 


WONDER OF THE SEAS. 


New Admiralty System to Be Tested 
With Greatest Fighting Fleets. 
London, June 11.—Although “war” 
has not yet been declared, the mobili- 
zation of the British fleet was practi- 
cally completed to-day. It is ready to 
meet all eventualities and repel the ex- 
pected attack of an imaginary enemy 
now assembled off the west coast of 
Ireland. The greatest aggregation of 
fighting ships ever assembled totaling 
$25 warships of various types and 63,- 
000 men ts participating in the mimic 
warfare, which Is designed to test the 
efficiency of the new Admiratty system 
for the defence of the British coasts 

and commerce on the high seas. 


To Convoy Merchantmen. 


One of the most Interesting features 
4s to be the collecting of British mer- 
chantmen at certain points and conyey- 
ing them to home points. The force is 
divided into two fleets, the red (British) 
consisting of 285 vessels, including 86 
torpedo boats and submarines, and the 
blue (the enemy) consisting of 90 war- 
ships without torpedo boats or subma- 
rines. 

Admirals Sir Arthur Wilson and 
Lord Charles Beresford command the 
red fleet, while Vice-Admiral Sir Wil- 
liam May commands the “Enemy.”

The question of the purchase of ar- 
genic by O'Connor resulted in him be- 
ing taken into custody with Mrs. Allen 
a month ago, when the inquest was 
first opened and adjourned to get an 
analysis of the contents of Allen's 
stomach, Traces of arsenic were\found, 
‘but Prof. Ellis thought that as the em- 
balming fluid contained much of that 
poison he could not say how the ar- 
senic had been used.

WRANGLING 1S DONE |SIR HECTOR 1S DEAD 


Death of a Once Prominent 
Leader at Quebec. 


GREAT CAREER WAS MARRED 


A Canadian Political Tragedy of the 
Most Sombre Character, But Bright 
Spot Is That He Was One of tho 

“Fathers of Confederation” — A, 
Loyal Party Man and an 
Able Administrator. 


Quebec, June 12.—S\r Hector Lan- 
gevin died last night at 8.45 o'clock at 


his residence, St. Louis street, sur- 
rounded by his two surviving 
daughters, Mrs, Chapais and Mrs. 


Cimon, and their husbands, Hon, T. 
Chapais and Mr. Justice Cimon. De- 
ceased, who had been in failing health 
for some years past, had been able to 
go about, though In a feeble condition, 
up to a week before his death, when 
he was seized with cerebral conges- 
tion, followed by congestion of the 
lungs, which caused his death. 

A Political Tragedy. 

There has been no tragedy in Cana- 
dian politics more sombre than that of 
the latter days of Sir Hector Langevin. 
Of an {illustrious family that for gen- 
erations has given leaders to both 
Church and State, Sir Hetcor began 
life under the fairest auspices. His 
father was an Assistant Secretary of 
State under Gosford and Sydenham. 
His mother was the daughter of Major 
La Force, a prominent figure of the 
war of 1812, and one of his maternal 
ancestors commanded the British 
squadron on Lake Ontario during the 
war of the revolution. Hector Lange- 
vin was born in the city of Quebec on 
August 25, 1828, and before his twen- 
tleth year was a lnw student and the 
editor of the Journal of Agriculture. He 
studied first with the late Hon. A. N. 
Morin, and afterwards in the office of 
Sir George Cartier. The Conservative 
leader liked the silent young fellow, 
and in return Langevin gaye him most 
loyal friendship and service. He was 
called to the Bar in 1850, and made 
slow progress for some years. In 1856 
he entered Quebec civic politics and 
began to make himself felt as a mana- 
ger of men, and as an’ intermediary be- 
tween the ultramontane leaders and 
the laity. In 1857 he became Mayor of 
Quebec, editor of The Courier du Can- 
ada and member for Dorchester in the 
Assembly of Canada. Here he proved 
one of Cartler’s most valued lNeuten- 
ants, and in 1864 joined the Tache- 
Macdonald Ministry as Solicitor-Gen- 
eral (East). Later he changed this 
portfolio for that of Postmaster-Gen- 
eral. Mr. Langevin was one of the 
“managers” of the confederation move- 
ment doing in his own silent way mis- 
sionary work that Cartier, volatile, 
forceful and impatient, could not have 
accomplished. In the Charlottetown 
and Quebec conferences he took an 
important part and will always be 
gratefully remembered as one of the 
“Fathers of Confederation.” He held 
office from confederation till 1873, for 
the greater part of the time as Minis- 
ter of Works. He became leader of the 
Bleus on Cartier’s death, and when 
Sir John Macdonald came back to 
power in 1878 he once more became a 
member of the Cabinet. From 1879 till 
1891 he was Minister of Public Works. 

This is neither the time nor the 
place to tell the story of the reyela- 
tions of 1891, that will go down to his- 
tory as the Langevin-McGreevy scan- 
dal. The Minister of Works was driven 
from his post by the force of outraged 
public opinion. His friends declared 
that his great loyalty to his party and 
his chief induced him to take silently 
arpon his own shoulders the political 
sins of many. He sat in the Commons 
for five years after the painful episode 
of 1891, but only rose upon two or three 
occasions to address the House. In 1896 
he retired from public life and since 
that time had lived/quietly in Quebec.

Company Senator Cox Formed 
For His Son. 


INSURANCE — INQUIRY 


THE 


Practically All the Stock Is Held by the 
Central Canada Loan and Savings 
Co., Although There Is a Lot of 

Dummy Shareholders—Mr. Brad- 
shaw, Actuary, Was the Chiof 
Witness of the Day. 


Toronto, June 9.—The Imperial Life 
Insurance Co. which Hon. George A- 
Cox sald he brought into existence 20 
that his son, Frederick W, Cox, might 
be gencral manager of an insurance oor- 
poration, is now under inyestigation by 
the Dominion Insurance Commission. 
Mr. Thomas Bradshaw, the actuary of 
the company was on the stand through- 
out yesterday. A large number 
of members of the staff of the different 
| Cox financial corporations were sct 
down as sharcholders in the Imperial 
despito the fact that all of the @ividends 
were pald the Central Canada Loan and 
Savings Co., which owned a large per~ 
centage of these shares. 

The complaints of policyholders of 
the Canada Life were confined to cor- 
tlan subjects, and Mr. Shepley selected 


tive of all the rest. Ho said that the 
grievances of policyholders were set 
forth in hundreds of letters which had 
reached the commissioners. These com- 
plaints could not be investigated in- 
dividually, but he thought those select~ 
ed would cover the entire ground. The 
first selected wags that of Polloyholder 
Keenan, who in 1887, at the age of 65, 
accepted $5,000 Insurance, paylng an- 
nual premiums of $449.60 Wihen the 
pmount paid reached $6,752.90 the policy 
fost. Barly this year the company of- 
fered a surrender value of $2,049. 
Another man wrote that within six 
months the Canada Life had offered 
him three different surrender values. 


Mr, Sanderson sald that in this case 

the agent was charged by tho pollcy- 

holder with making misrepresentations, 

and the company was anxious to settle. 
The Salary List. 

On the stand in the afternoon, Mr. 
Bradshaw told of the duties of the 
executive committee, which met three 
times a month. They looked after in- 
vestments, etc. 

The salary list was taken up by Mr. 
Tilley. F. G. Cox, managing director 
prior to 1905, received $6,000, and in 
‘hat year his salary was, raised to 
$8,000. Mr. Bradshaw, secretary and 
actuary, received $2,500 from 1897 to 
1899; $3,500, 1899 to 1902; $6,000, 1902 
to 1905, when it was raised to $6,000, 
his present salary. The directors re- 
ceived $7.50 for each meeting they at- 
tended but no other fees. 

Mr. Bradshaw explained their agents’ 
balances In Mr. Blackadar’s report. At 
the end of 1901 there was $3,412.44 
agents’ balances, but this was taken off 
the books by Vice-President Ames glv- 
ing his cheque for the amount. At the 
‘beginning of the next year this was 
transferred back. Tho result was to 
keep the item out of the blue books. At 
tho end of 1902, over $8,000 was ad- 
veaned to agents. In 1903 the agents’ 
balances amounted to $11,404.03. Mr. 
Ames, howoyer, had dropped out of the 
company and witness said that Sena- 
tor Cox took his place and paid the 
cheque, to square the balance. 

Making Things “Seem.” 

“Was this paid back to Senator Cox 
at the beginning of the year?” asked 
‘Mr. Tilley. 

“No, it was not pald back until Aug. 
8, 1904,” answered Mr. Bradshaw. 

“Why was this?” queried Mr. Tilley. 

“The minutes will show that,” said 
witness. 

Mr. Tilley read the resolution of a 
meeting of the executive, heki Aug. 3, 
by which Senator Cox was paid back 
his loan, with interest. 

“How was that money treated in the 
books after Senator Cox was paid?”

Ames and J. W. Flavelle paid amounts 
to the company from time to tlme to 
assist In the establishment of business. 
For these payments the company was 
under obligation. The amounts were 
ag follows: Th 1898, $700; in 1899, $10,- 
000; im 1900, $5,000; in 1901, $10,000; in 
1902, $35,000; in 1903, $24,000. 

Mr. Tilley could not find these 
amounts in the returns. Mr, Brad- 
shaw explained that these were gifts 
to the company. 

“Was the object to keep down these 
Jtems in tho company’s accounts?"

“Of these, Dominion Coal and Twin 
City were unauthorized?” asked Mr.

“Yes," answered Mr. Bradshaw; 
“put we had bought some Dominion 
Iron and Steel and some Dominion Coal 
veforo this.” 

“You knew they were unauthorized?" 

“Oh, yes.” 

Mr, Bradshaw showed Mr, Tilley how 
the transaction was treated in the 
company’s books. Mr. Tilley read the 
changed minute, which made the $162,- 
752.87 a loan to George A. Cox.

AN UNUSUAL SCENE. 


Mr. Cingmars Before the Bar of the 
House of Commons. 


Ottawa, June 8.—For the first time 
since 1873 a newspaper correspondent 
yesterday afternoon stood for a brief 
period at the bar of the House in cus- 
tody of the Sergeant-at-Arms, having 
been summoned by Parliament to an- 
swer to a charge of having infringed 
the privileges of members. 

The scene, which was witnessed by 
crowded galleries, partook somewhat 
of the ludicrous in some aspects. The 
procedure was mediaeval in its charac- 
ter. The House having assured itself 
that the offender was within {ts power, 
Mr. Foster rose and with all solemnity 
moved that he be asked his name and 
occupation. This was too much for the 
gravity of the House, which roared 
again as the question having been put 
and declared carried, the Speaker 
gravely repeated the question and re- 
ceived the reply. 

Having assured himself that he had 
got the right man, Mr. Foster moved 
that a second question be put, but Mr. 
Cinqmars baulked and wanted an ad- 
journment for a week, which was 
granted. The charge is that he has 
slandered Mr. Foster by charging him 
with having insulted French-Canadians 
and with having stirred up race and 
sectarian strife, 

In supply better progress was made 
than at recent sittings. 

Mr. Macdonell introduced a bill to 
amend the copyright act, which, he 
said, was intended to reduce the in- 
scription on certain pictures to the 
word “copyright” and the date, as at 
present the long inscription almost de- 
stroys the face of the article. 


BRANTFORD LABOR RIOT. 


Forelgners at the Iron Works Fight 
Among Themselves. 


Brantford, June 8—A strike came on 
yesterday at the Pratt & Letchworth 
Malleable Iron Works of this place, 
the foreign clement causing trouble. 

The men ask for an increase of pay. 
On account of the foreman being away 
the men were asked to wait till his re- 
turn, when the matter would be taken 
up. Some were willing to wait, others 
wanted to go out right away. Twenty- 
five or thirty men went out, and soon 
a fight broke out among them, in 
which stones, bolts and bars were used. 

One Armenian had his head cut with 
a bolt, another had his jaw dislocated. 

The police were called and arrested 
seven of the ringleaders, and put a 
stop to the fighting. 


TRADE TREATIES WITHIN EMPIRE 


Negotiations of Australian Government 
Well Advanced. 
Melbourne, Australia, June 8—Lord 
Northcote, the Governor-General of 
Australia, in his speech at the opening 
of the Federal Parliament yesterday, 
announced the immediate submission 
of a bill for the “preservation of the 
Australian industries and the repres- 

sion of destructive monopolies.” 

The Goycrnor-General also steted that 
the negotiations of the Australian Goy- 
ernment for new preferential trade 
treaties with South Africa, New Zea- 
Jand and other parts of the Empire 
were far advanced. 


WHAT TORONTO EATS. 


Hogs That Die In Transit Fed to the 
Poople. 

Toronto, June 8—F. .C, Letts, busi- 
ness agent of the Moat Cutters’ and 
Butchers’ Union, in an interview yes- 
terday asserts that he has personally 
seen dead cattle and hogs, on arrival 
In Toronto, dressed and disposed of 
with the rest. He also declares the 
existence of a considerable trade in 
immature or “slink” calves. 

City Inspector Awde sald: “I have 
found tuberculous meat exposed for sale 
by Toronto butchers.” The cases had 
been seldom, and in each the meat was 
confiscated. 


Presbyterlan Drawback. 

London, June §——The reports on 
home missions (eastern and western 
sections) occupied the attention of the 
Presbyterian Assembly last evening. 
Rey. Sutherland, Halifax, reviewed the 
situation in the east. The greatest 
drawback to work was lack of men. 
Though progress in the east was slow, 
there was every cause for oncourage- 
ment.

THE ARCTIC INVESTIGATION 


Under a Conservative Administration 
Witness Got Into Trouble When Ho 
Patronized a Liberal Firm—Arc- 

tic’s Supplies Were Not Excessive 
—Capt. Bernier Describes the 
Crowded Condition of Ship. 


Ottawa, June 8—Yesterday morning 
J. V. Gregory, agent of the Marine De 
partment at Quebec, was called before 
the Arctic investigating committee. He 
sald he had ‘been in the service of tha 
Government for forty-ti@ years and 
much of his work had Gen in con- 
nection with the certifying of prices 
and generally keeping track of them. 
His custom had been to obtain prices 
from friends of the administration. 

“Prom friends of the administra- 
lion?” asked Mr. Carvell, {n surprise. 

| “Yes,” the witness replied. “If they 
are not friends of the administration 
we do not buy from them.” 

“There has been no change by this 
Government from the practice follow- 
ed by previous Governments?” 

“No; nobody ever dared to make 
any change.” 

He had once bought from a Liberal 
when the Conservatives were in pow. 
er and soon heard about it.” 

“You have had a good trajning,” 
remarked Mr. Carvell. “ ‘ 

Knew His Swimming Water. 

“T have had a good training under 
Sir Hector Langevin. I could aot 
!haye kept my situation for over 40 

years {f I had not known how to 

swim.” 
| There were twelve or thirteen firms 
at Quebec they could buy from. They 
divided up purchases as well as they 
could, and they tried to satisfy every- 
body, but generally ended by eatlsfy- 
ing nobody. Mr. Gregory said that he 

got a good ten cent cigar for 6 12 

cents, and a good five cent cigar for

and did the best he could for the 
money. 

Mr. Northrup: ‘Whether or not do 
you consider that five thousand cigars 
were too many for forty men for one 
year?” 

Mr. Gregory: “That is a matter for 
the department, and I haye nothing 
whatever to do with it.” 

Pressed, however, to give an answer, 
he said that it was “a mighty small 
consumption.” So, too, was the item 
of 5,000 cigarettes. 

He thought 1,800 pounds of tobacco 
one year reasonable. 

The Bovril Accounts. 

The supply of boyril was next con- 
sidered. Mr. Northrup discovered a 
discrepancy of $45 in the accounts ori- 
ginally rendered and the amount paid. 
There had been two lots bought, but 
witness had only to do with the smaller 
one. He could not account for the 
discrepancy, but It might have occur- 
ted through the freight being paid at 
both ends, The total amount paid for 
bovril was $19,780. 

| Reverting again to the supply of 
! tobacco, Mr. Brodeur pointed out that 
| there was an item for $50 for cigar- 

ettes, which was over and above the 
amount authorized by the department. 
Mr. Gregory said that probably Major 
Moodie had bought these for himself. 
But he, himself, when he had pur- 
chased the cigars and cigarettes, had 
mot been tied down to a_ particular 
amount. His orders were to buy eight 
or ten thousand cigars and the Minis- 
ter had also told him to purchase some 
delicacies that had been omitted. 

~ Not Careful In Additions. 

The information sought dealt with 
accounts and that the firms had not 
been very careful about their addi- 
tions in making up their accounts. 
It was curfous that they erred on the 
right side for themselves, One ac- 
count rendered for $1,677 was $410 too 
much, while another for $966 was $76 
too much and so on. 

| Mr. Gregory sald he and his clerks 

checked the accounts, Very often in- 
voices were sent back to be made up 
again. Mr. Bennett during his ex- 
amination of these accounts for which 
Mr. Gregory was responsible sald that 
no one could take exception to the 
manner in which his duties had been 
carried out. Mr. Gregory said he was 
relieved of his duties of scrutineer of 
goods for the Arctic on July 232) He) 
had at that time an immense; lot of 
work to do.

TWO UNDER FALLEN 


Windstorm Struck Barn on Which Were 
35 Men Raising It, and Wm. Clapton 
and M. Willson Were Killed, and 
the Latter’s Father Was Also Ser-" 
iously Injured—Miss Biggar of 
Port Robinson a Victim. 


Toronto, June 11.—It is possible a 
million dollars of damage was done by 
the cyclone-like storm that struck 
Southern and Western Ontario Friday 
afternoon. Although of but half an 
hour's duration in any one place, it un- 
roofed or blew down houses and fac- 
tories, and played havoc with trees and 
vegetation. Lightning set fire to several 
valuable barns and killed at least three 
Persons, Hamilton suffered very se- 
verely, the estimate being $250,000. The 
storm centre of Western Ontario was 
from Chatham to Hamilton and Nia- 
gara Falls The storm swept along the 
north shore of Lake Erie and covered 
the 140 miles between Chatham and 
Hamilton in an hour and forty min- 
utes. Its velocity was from 60 to 85 
miles an hour, accompanied by hail and 
lightning. 

Several Fatalitics. 

St. Thomas, June 11.—Friday 35 men 
were at work building a new barn, four 
miles northeast of Springfield, owned 
by James McClintock, when the terri- 
fic windstorm struck them. A number 
of men were in the act of ralsing a 
large beam when the wind struck the 
bullding, which collapsed, crushing 
down on the men. Two, named William 
Clapton, aged 85 years, and M. Willson, 
@ lad of 17 years of age, who were 
working in the basement, were kiHed 
instantly. Willson, father of the young 
lad killed, is also seriously injured and 
his hand was badly crushed. It had 
to be amputated. Several others were 
also serlously injured. 

Boy Killed at Brownsville. 

It is also reported that a boy named 
Griffith was killed by the collapse of a 
barn near Brownsville, which jis close 
to Springfield. 

Miss Biggar Killed by Lightning. 

St. Catharines, June 11—Miss Lizzie 
Biggar of Port Robinson, sister of ex- 
Reeve William Biggar of Crowland 
Township, was Killed by lightning at 
her home Friday night which the elec- 
trle storm was in progress, 

Farmer Killed by Lightning. 

Maropisa, Ont, June 11—Henry 
James of Little Britain, Ont., who was. 
standing against his barn, was struck 
end killed by Ughtning, and two oth- 
ers who were standing with him were 
knocked down during the heavy storm 
which prevailed during Wriday evening. 

One Was Killed. 

Zurich, June 11.—While standing un- 
der a shed attached to the barn, two 
sons of George Bisenbdach, 14th con- 
cession, Hay Township, were struck 
by lUghtning about 7 o'clock Saturday 
night while a severe thunderstorm was 
in progress, Arthur was Instuntly kill- 
ed, his brother may recoVer. 

One Dead; One May Die, 

Watford, June 11—The house of John 
Maddock, three miies from Inwood, 
was struck by lightning on Friday 
evening, Mrs. Maddock and her daugh- 
ter Minnie, 21 yeans of age, were in 
the cellar at tho time. Miss Maddock 
was instantly killed, and her mother so 
severety shocked that she may not re- 
cover. 


Killed In Doorway, 


St. Willams, June 11.—Thomas Carr, 
21 years of age, son of Liman Cart, 
on the 7th concession of Walsingham, 
was instantly killed by lightning about 
3 o'clock Friday afteroon while stand- 
4ng In the doorway of hls house, His 
mother, who was a few feet from him 
in the yard, was severely stunned and 
4s still in a dazed condition. 

Paralyzed by Shock. 


Brockville, June 11.—During the 
fierce electrical storms of tho past few 
days, lightning struck houses and barns 
right and left and reports of the samo 
are reaching here from the rural dls- 
tricts. In the vicinity of Westport a 
son of John Cook, a farmer, was ren- 
dered unconscious for several hours by 
the shock. He js yet partially paralyz- 
ed, but will recover.

MANY BUILDINGS WRECKED | ROOSEVELT At 


Ambitious City's Loss Is Estimated to 
Be About $250,000—Niagara Falls, 
St. Thomas, Chatham and Sarnia 

Suffered Severely—Trees, Elec- 
tric Lines and Fences Levelled 
—Buildings Blown Down, 


Toronto, June 9—A storm of wind, 
Tain and lightning swept over Western 
Ontario yesterday between Hamilton 
and the border line, and did enormous 
damage. In Toronto, although the elec- 
trical display in the afternoon, and 
again at night, was vivid, and the 
downpour heavy, no great damage is re- 
ported, except to the telephone and 
telegraph services, which were badly 
demoralized. 

The observatory reported that, “in 
Ontario and Quebec thunderstorms 
during the day were both numerous 
and of marked severity. An important 
depression which has been hovering 
over the Northwestern States for the 
past few days is gradually breaking 
up.” 

Boy Drowned At Belle Isle. 

A Detroit boy on the way to a Cana- 
dian summer resort was blown off 
Belle Isle bridge and drowned. 

One man was crushed by a falling 
tree near London and may die. Two 
men are reported to be Killed near 
Springfield. 

The 90-foot elevator tower at Port 
Stanley was blown over. 

East of Windsor all wires were down 
and marks of, the storm’s devastation 
were everywhere in evidence. 

The cyclone swept through Rodney, 
West Lorne, Dutton, Sheddon, Zorra 
and Fingal, lifting everything movable 
in its course.

Massacre of Bialistok Jews De- 
liberately Planned. 


NEWSPAPERS CONFISCATED 


Attempt on the Life of Gen. Trepoff 
by a Woman Who Masqueraded as | 
Princess Narishkin—Said She Drew 

a Revolver on the Commandant 
of the Palace, But Story Is De- 
nied by Police—Bialistok Quiet. 


St. Petersburg, June, 20—No fils- 
orders at Bialistok were reported yes- 
terday. The city council of Bialistok 
has demanded the abrogation of mar- 
tia] law, 

Beven St. Petersburg newspapers be- 
sides The Gulois were confiscated yes- 
terday, two for their vigorous comment 
on the attitude of the authorities at 
Bialistok and the others for long de 
Scriptive stories of the outrages from 
correspondents. 

Commissioner's Report. 

M. Vinaver, a member of the Lower 
House, yesterday afternoon received 
the following despatch from M. Jacob- 
gon, a member of the commission sent 
to Biallstok by the Lower House of 
Parliament to investigate the Jewish 
Massacre there: 

“Order was restored yesterday. 
Seventy-elght Jews and six Christians 
haye been buried. The majority of the 
dead were killed with bayonets or 
rifle bullets. The total of the dead has 
not yet been established. A Cossack 
yesterday killed a passing Jew. The 
city council has unanimously declared 
that the massacre was not the result 
of race hatred, but was due to provo- 
cation, and the troops and police parti- 
clpated in the outrages. The reports 
that Jews and revolutionists attacked 
the inhabitants are false.” 

Drew Revolver On Gen. Trepoff. 

A circumstantial report was in cir- 
culation yesterday of an attempt on 
the life of Gen. Trepoff, commandant of 
the palace, by a well-dressed woman 
masquerading as Princess Narishkin. 
According to the rumor the woman 
gained admittance to the palace and 
when Trepoff appeared she drew a re 
yolver, but it was seized before she 
could fire. The story is denied by the 
Police. 


DECEASED WIFE’S SISTER. 


Bill Provides For Legalization of Mar- 
riage With Sister-in-Law. 

London, June 20.—The colonia] mar- 
riages bill passed {ts third reading 
without comment, in the House of 
Lords yesterday. 

This bill provides for the legaliza- 
Yon in the United Kingdom of mar- 
riages with a deceased wife's ister, 
legally contracted anywhere in the 
British possessions. 

Closure For Education Bill. 

London, June 20—After a heated 
debate, lasting from early Monday af- 
ternoon till 2.30 yesterday morning, the 
House of Commons, haying voted down 
humerous amendments offered by the 
Opposition, adopted a resolution offer- 
ed by Premier Campbell-Bannerman 
with a view to expediting the progress 
of the education bill. The Government's 
majority wes 141. The resolution em- 
powers the Government to closure the 
dill and defines the clauses which may 
be passed each day. It allows 17 daye 
for the remaining stages of the bill. 


Hydro-Power Commission. 

Toronto, June 20—A meeting of the 
hydro-electric power commission of 
Ontarlo was held yesterday, with all 
the members—Hon. Adam Beck, George 
Pattinson, M. P. P., and Cecil B. Smith 
—Present. The commission is working 
on three reports covering the Thunder 
Bay, Georgian Bay and Ottawa River 
districts, and when these are completed 
the commission will cease to exist.

| ARAGING HURRICANE 


Causes Serious Damage to 


Shipping of Newfoundland, 


VESSELS BLOWN OUT To SEA 


Tugs Have Beon Sent In Quost of 
Them For They Havo Founteen Men 
on Board — Several Vessola Have 
Beon Driven Ashore—An Enor- 
mous Amount of Fishing Goar 
Hao Beon Destroyed, 


St. John’s, Nfd., June 18.—A furlous 
hurricane has doen raging along the 
Nowfoundland coast during the past 
43 hours, causing serious damage to 
shipping. Two vossels, with fourteen 
men on board, havo blown out to sen, 
Tugs have been sent in quest of them. 
Several vessels have been driven 
ashore, An enormous amount of fish- 
ing gear has been destroyed. 

Tt is feared the galo has wrought 
hhayoc among the trawling fleet off the 
Grand Banks. 


THE LADY GREY BLOWS UP. 


Gasoline Launch Wrecked and Dostroy- 
ed In Toronto Bay. 

Toronto, June 18.—The explosion of a 
ton-gallon tank of gasoling cnused tho 
burning of the new $1,000 launch, Lady 
Grey, owned by Henry Larkin, con- 
tractor and builder, of Sunnyside, in 
{he bay Saturday night. No lives wero 
loat. 

The {ncldent oocurred about §.30, Just 
as the Lady Grey was opposite the Ca- 
noo Club and heading for Hanilan's. 

Mr. Larkin was forward at the wheel. 
Ho heard a slight explosion at the en- 
gine and turned to look that way, when 
he recelved a violent shock from be- 
hind, whioh threw him over the engine 
and landed him all In o heap at the 
stern, The boat was then completely 
enveloped {n flames. 

Engincer Angus Todd called out 
“Jump!” and ducked into the water. 
Mr. Larkin didn't jump, but rushed to 
tho ow, grabbed the heaving buoy and 
started back through the flames to tho 
stern. He was going to use tho heaving 
buoy as & life-preserver, but the big 
“war canoe” came up opportunely and 
he stepped in. 

Todd in the meantime caught the 
rear of a small canoe and was landed at 
‘the dock, 

The force of tho explosion blew her 
stern off and other wise wrecked her 
before the flames completed her de- 
etruotion. Mr, Larkin was rescued by 
another canoe. 

The Crew Is Safe. 

Victoria, B. C., June 18.- ihe arrival 
at Quilayute of Capt. Maloney of the 
burned gasoline schooner Argus, with 
Mrs. Malonoy, and all of the crew, 
minimizes the importance of the latest 
marine disaster of the northwest Pacl- 
fic. The destruction of the vessel oc- 
curred through an explosion of gasoline.

SAW AGONIZED FACE | WASSAGRE OF JEWS! 


Of Unknown Man Just Before 
He Went Over Niagara Falls. 


| AWFUL SIGHT FOR 3 MEN 


No Earthly Power Could Afford Succor 
—Man's Boat Hod Overturned In 
White Horse Rapids and He Was 
Too Far West to Make Ono of 
the Islands—Made a Desperate 
Struggle For Life. 


Niagara Falls, Ont., June 16.—An un- 
known man was carried over the Horse- 
ahoe Falls yesterday morning. 

About 9 o'clook he was seen by Ar- 
chile MoEachren, a hack-driver,. and 
two gentlemen who were In his car- 
riage. They were at the head of Goat 
Island, and in sight of the polnt whero 
the river divides, one current setting 
in towards the Amorican falls and the 
other towards the Horseshoe. They 
«ay the man camo down the river in a 
boat, but soon after he struck tho White 
Horse Raplds the boat overturned and 
he was thrown into the water. Ho was 
trying to direct his courso so that he 
would land at the head of one of the 
islands, but was too far to the west 
when his boat capsized. The current 
which sets across the river for the 
Horseshoo Falls aboye the Three Sis- 
ters Islands caught him, and then he 
had no chance, 

A Desperate Struggle. 

Hoe struggled desperately with the 

Waves, but made no headway, and was 


soon smothered In the foam of the 
rapids. He passed within two hun- 
drad feot of the outer point of the 


group of islands, and the men on shore 
could see his agonized face, and his 
arms waving in an appeal for succor, 
which no earthly power could afford. 
All the description they can give 1s that 
the man was drossed in black clothes. 

It is impossible to get any news of 
anyone missing from the upper river. 
No one is missing in Chippawa, nor 
any boats out. It is possible that the 
man started from Lasalle or Tonawan- 
da, on the Amorican side. Very likely 
he was fishing and was carried down 
the river by the smooth but swift cur- 
rent, ag many have been before, till he 
was beyond ald before he realized his 
Derll. . 

Woy Fell With Elevator. 

Brocicville, June 16.—One of the ele- 
vator carriages in the James Smart 
foundry gaye away yesterday morning 
through the breaking of a cable and fell 
over twenty feet. Albert Bates, a lad 
operating {t, was carried to the bottom 
with a thud. His body bounced off, and 
striking the floor painful Injuries were 
inflloted. His lower limbs were frac- 
tured. He is still suffering from spinal 
shock, and his condition is regarded 
with some alarm. 

Farmer Badly Hurt. 

Stratford, June 16—James Gloyne, 
farmer, living in Downie, was working 
@ traction engine and stepred upon 
the fly-wheel, not knowing the power 
was on, with the result that he was 
thrown several feet in the air, alight- 
ing with terrific force. He received 
severe internal injuries, but will re- 
cover, 

Killed In British Columbia. 

Cornwall, June 16—James Adams, 
son of John Adama of Glenwater, was 
killed in a mine at Silverton, B. C., on 
Wednesday evening. He was 23 years 
of age and had been in British Colum- 
bia about five years.

Was the Bialistok Tragedy Offi- 
cially Incited? 


BREAK OUT IN GREATER FURY 


Crowds Oponed Fire on Police, Which 
Troops Replied to—Constant Inter- 
change of Shots Between Jews In 

Houses and Troops In the Streets 
—Speakers Hold Government to 
Bp Responsible—Threats. 


St. Petersburg, June 16—Disorders 
appear to have broken out at Bialistok 
yesterday afternoon with even greater 
fury than characterized Thursday's 
riots. No despatches wero received 
last night direct from Biallstok, where 
the telegraph office ts closed, but eeml- 
oMcial messages from Grodno and 
Minsk report that the excesses were 
started again yesterday by the throw- 
ing of several bombs, ‘The crowds, 
according to these despatches, then 
opened fire on the police, which the 
troops replied to, and there was o& 
constant interchange of shots between 
Jews from thelr houses and the sol- 
diers from the streets, 

A mob of peasants armed with clubs, 
scythes, etc., who had found thelr way 
into the city Thursday, was partiol- 
poting in the rioting. 

Minister Interpolated. 

M. Sheftel, a member of Parliament 
from Ekaterlnoslay, accompanied by 
several members of the Lower House 
from the Jewish Pale, called on M. 
Stolypin, the Minister of the Interior, 
yesterday regarding the anti-Jewish 
outbreak at Bialistok. They were in- 
formed by hls alde-de-camp that order 
had been restored, and that about ten 
persons had been killed, but that tho 
Ministry had no information #3 to 
the number of wounded. 

Subsequently M. Sheftel and hls col- 
leagues drafted interpellations for 
presentation in the Lower House de- 
manding to know what measures are 
being taken to prevent the destruc- 
tion of the lives and property of Jews 
throughout the empire. 

M. Sheftel's interpellation was pre- 
sented yesterday afternoon, and the 
House accepted it unanimously with 
amendments making it urgent and pro- 
viding for the despatch of a Parlia- 
mentary commission to Bialistok to in- 
vestigate the affairs. 

Hold Government Responsible. 

A series of speakers held the Gov- 
ernment directly responsible for the 
outbreak, declaring that the anti-Jewish 
hatred of the Russian masses was 
fiction, except when fomented by the 
authorities, and asserting that out- 
breaks never ocourred except on their 
incitation or with thelr connivance. 

The press is unanimous in its pro- 
found pessimism over Thursday's 
events in the Lower House of Parlla- 
ment, 

M. Alladin, leader of the peasant- 
workmen group, openly boasted from 
the rostrum Thursday that the death 
of the Ministers would be the coun- 
try’s rejoinder to the Government's re- 

‘usal to abolish the death penalty. 

Some of tho paper belleye that 
Thursday's events definitely foreshadow 
the Government's intentlon to dissolve 
Parilament, It is significant that ‘The 
Novoe Vramya, hitherto a thick and 
thin supporter of the Government, is 
silent. 

Thirty Jews Killed, 

Bialistok, Russia, June 16.—So far as 
can be ascertained thirty Jews were 
killed during Thursday's outbreak here. 
The hospitals are filled with wounded, 
fut it is impossible to ascertain tho 
correct number of the casualties, as 
many of the injured are hidden in pri- 
vate houses. All the Jewish shops on 
the four principal streets were sacked. 
Military and police patrols now guard 
the streets, and no clyilians are al- 
lowed to leave their houses. A sort of 
armed truce has been established pend- 
ing tho complete restoration of order. 

Flour Mills Burning. 

Tula, European Russia, June 16.—The 
flour mills and grain warehouses here 
are burning. 

Agitation at Moscow. 

Moscow, June 16—The agitation 
among the workmen here {s general, 
and the strike is in full progress. 
Largely attended meetings of a revolu- 
tionary character are held nightly in 
the industrial sections and dig demon- 
stratlons are made in front of the pris- 
ons. In the resolutions adopted sup- 
port {s pledged to Parllament only so 
long as it persists in its fight against 
the bureaucracy. 

Peasants Taking Lands. 

‘Tver, Russia, June 16.—Cossacks and 
dragoons have been despatched to two 
districts near here where the peasants, 
losing patience at the inaction of Par- 
liament, are taking possession of lands. 

Mohilev, Russia, June 16—The pro- 
priector of an estate in this vicinity who 
refused to distrYbute his land to tho 
peasants has been killed. 

Novgorod, Russia, June 16—Several 
proprietors of estates in thls province 
have been beaten and driven off by the 
peasants. 


$43,900 For Ellen Terry. 

London, June 18—A dinner was giy- 
én at the Hotel Cocil last night In hon- 
or of Bllen Terry. The. 200 guests in- 
cluded persons prominent in the thea- 
trical world. Tt was announced that 
the total sum realized for the Terry 
jubilee fund, including the receipts from 
the benefit performance at Drury Lano 
Theatre and subscriptions, amounts to 
£43.926. 


Administrator of Ontario. 


Toronto, June 16—Sir Willlam Mu- 
lock will be administrator for Ontario 
for flve weeks, beginning July 10, dur- 
ing which time His Honor the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor willl be absent from 
Ontario,

HACKETT IS GUILTY 


Montreal Jury Brings in a Ver- 
dict of Manslaughter. 


KILLED EDITH MAY AHEARN 


Johnie Jackum, the Notorious Indian 
Murderer of British Columbla, Kills 
Another Man, and Thus Makes His 

List of Murders Four—Posse Is 
In Pursult—Story That Two 
Boye Were Murdered In 19027 


Montreal, June 19.—Manslaughter 
was the jury's verdict last evening in 
the case against James Hackett for 
the murder of the little Ahearn girl 
some weeks ago. The fact that thd 
medical experts were hazy over the al- 
legation that the victim had been out- 
raged probably influenced the jurors 
towards clemency. 

Commits Fourth Murder. 

Victoria, B.C, June 19.—Johnie 
Jackum, the notorious Indian murder- 
er who was pardoned from the British 
Columbia Penitentiary at New West- 
minster a couple of month ago, shot and 
killed Azel Smalle, a halfbreed, over a 
game of cards yestemay. 

The shooting took place in a saloon 
on a lonely road on Reed Island, Jack- 
um decame incensed at Smalle's win- 
nings, and the game ended in a drunk- 
en drawl, in which several shots wero 
fired. The Indian jumped on a pony 
and was far up the island before o 
posse could be organized. Sheriff 
George Allen, with four mounted men, 
started after the murderer, who js arm- 
ed and will fight before he is captured. 
Jackum has now four murders hanging 
over his head. 

He had not been captured at mid- 
night, but it is thought that his pur- 
suers will surround him before day- 
break. 


WERE BOYS MURDERED? 


Woman's Strange Story of a Crime 
Committed In 1902. 

Perth, June 19.—County Constable 
M, D. White, who has been working on 
the supposed Babcock-Martin murder 
caso for the past 30 hours, will leave 
to-day for Rice Lake with a warrant 
to arrest Frank Beaver, the accom- 
plice of Sandy Badore, the noted out- 
Jaw, who three weeks ago was sentenc- 
ed to 14 years in penitentiary for at- 
tempted murder on a peddler. 

A woman named Mrs. Nedde gave 
the startling {nformation at Bathurst, 
near here, that two boys, named Bab- 
cock and Martin, who were supposed to 
havo been drowned at Sharbot Lake; 
in April, 1802, were murdered by Sandy 
Badore, and another Indian named 
Frank Beaver, who lives in Rice Lake. 

Badore used to live with Mrs. Nedde, 
and she says he told her of the deed, 
and where the bodies were buried. The 
authorities, it seems, sent to the place 
indicated, and found human bones in 
the ground. The two boys had lett 
Shanbot Lake for the point in a skift 
to get logs for W. Y. Cannon. They had 
betwoen $70 and $80 on their persons, 
and the two Indians oyidently knew 
this. Beaver is being sought for, and. 
an investigation into the woman's story 
ig going on.

The Liberals ip to the polls 
confident of victory. Yesterday four 
supporters of the Murray Government 
were elected by acclamation. They 
were the Premier, Hon. George H. 
Murray, and John Morrison in Vic 

ria, Cape Breton, and Hon. OC. P. 
Chisholm and F. R. Trotter in angen: 
ish. This is the first time in the 
tory of Victoria that candidates have 
been oelacted to the Legislature with- 
out a contest. This is a notable tribute 
to the personal popularity of Premier 
Murray and the absolute lack of 
serious criticism of the Government 
policy. A sweeping victory for the 
Government is assured, and Liberal 
Managers predict the electfon of a 
solid representation of Government 
supporters. In Inverness, where four 
Liberals and two Conservatives were 
nominated, one Conservative may be 
elected owing to local differences, but 
eyen that is by no means certain.

NATIONAL SECRETARY 


Respecting Sessions of World's Medical 
Congress, Neld April 19-25. 

‘ Gentlemen,—I hayo much pleasuro 
in reporting (the International Me- 
dios] Congress, held at Lisbon, to 
whioh you did ms the honor to 1p- 
point me your ropresentative, was 
opencd om April 19th by the King 
in person, accompanied by, the Queen 
who has a diplomaj in medicine, und 
by tho Queen Mother. » 

The Hall of Geozraphy, in which the 
opening; ceremony took place, , was 
very full and very gay—not only, | 
were tho ambussadors to tha court 
jof Portugal present in, their full re- 
igakia, but the distinguished strangers 
wore their gowns and hoods and hon- 
ors. The hall was filled with the | 
best of Lisbon, over, 3,000 being pre- 
sent, all in attire worthy of a roy- 
al function. As tho King and Queen 
walked down thg contro of the dec- 
rated hall they were onthusiasti- 
cally received. The King from the 
dais read with a wonderfully power- 
ful yoica the openinz of the Conzress, 
biddins all welcome who could add 
anything to the well-being of the 
community, whether by the prolong- 
ation o£ a useful life on the easement 
of suffering, - ( \ 


The King was followed by the in- 
ternational orators, Sir Dyce Duck- 
worth speaking for England in well 
ebosen and eloquent words in French. 
He sat close to England's able pre-

I introduced the subject of public 
examinations at the convention of 
teachers and trustees et Soboayzeon 
lust October, and after discussing the 
advantages to be derived by parents, 
pupils and teachers, a ‘teacher of con- 
siderable ability and experience said, 
“Publio examinations are dead and 
buried, and it is to be hoped they 
will never bo revived.’ Two of tho 
trsutees spoke in their fayor, but not 


one teacher advocated their, restora- 


tion, 
At ithe genera) convention held in 
Lindsay o few, days ago I ajzain dis- 


oussed the subject, taking about tho 


same ground ag I did at; Boboayzeon. 
At the close of my address there was 
a discussion in which allthe speak- 
ers seemed in favor of public exam- 
inations, but when the chairman 
asked for a resolution in favor of 
their restoration no one , had the 
courage to make a motion.

of the reader.. Tho London Times 
used to pay a reward of o jzuinea to 
the person who first reported a typo- 
graphical error in that paper. Teun 
cents an error would ruin almost any 
newspaper proprietor in Toronto or 
Lindsay. 

The attendance at a Teachers’ Con- 
vention is a |zood! indicajtion, not of 
the ability of a (teacher, thouzh the 
best teachers are usually the most 
regular in attendance, but of tha am- 
bition ta improve and learn what will 
bo of use in daily work, ag well as to 
assist others, At our convention 
lately held, ithe roll was called 4 
times. Out of 84 entitled to attend 

i 23 answered 4 
24 3 times, 13 twice, 10 once 
and 14 were absent. While the to- 
tal number who attend scams to be 
eradually inoreasing owing to the 
teachers at a distance makin izroat- 
er efforts ito be present, yet the 
habit of coming late, and loaving be- 
fore the sessions are over, is getting 
Worse and worse. 

At_tho request of Inspector Phil- 
lips I nttended a wonvention of iteach- 
ers and trustees at Minden last Oc- 
tobor, and was struck with the con- 
trast botweon the two sets of teach- 
ors. 
Eresent ot commencement and re- 
mined to the finish; here we had 
coming in and (going out from begin- 
ning to end. They all seemed anx- 
ioua ito improye ithe opportunities 
they had; here greater advantazes 
were more lizhtly razamied. TIT do 
not wish it to be understood that all 
our teachers are cargless in altend- 
ance. Soma are alivays on hand and 
ready to assist, among the most dil- 
izent being our painstaking secretary 
Mr. J, C. Harstone, and Mr. John

REV. J. PITT LEWIS IS DEAD. 


Bishop Sweetman's Announcement In- 
terrupts Hon. &. H. Btake In Criti- 
cism of Dead Rector’s Argument. 


Toronto, June 14.—Rev. J. Pitt Lewis, 
rector of Grace Church, Elm street. 
and one of the most prominent and ag- 
@ressive Anglican clergymen in the 
city, dled with startling suddenness 
yesterday morning in his room at the 
Rossin House. Mr. Lewis was in good 
health Tuesday, and took a prominent 
part in the debates of the synod. Ha 
‘aid not complain of feeling unwoll yes- 
terdey morning and went to breakfast 
at his hotel as usual. He did not par- 
‘take of anything, however, and cyvt- 
dently began to feo] {ll at the table. 
He atarted to go to his room, but fell 
‘when entering the elevator. Mr. Lewis 
‘was carried to his apartments, and Dr. 
Riordan came immediately, but no re- 
ef could bo given to the reverend gen- 
tleman, who passed away at 10.25 
o'clock. Death was due to heart fail- 
ure, 

Death's Truce In Synod. 

Hon. Mr, Blake—I was not notificd 
of the last meeting, and I think, ag he 
‘was the principal opponent of the mo- 
tion, that Mr, Lewis— 

Bishop Sweatman—It fs my duty to 
stop the proceedings. This moment a 
Jetter has been handed to me. The Rev. 
J. P. Lewis passed away at 10.26, just 
a few moments ago. 

The news, so utterly unthought of, 
camo upon the Synod as a stunning 
shock. Wor some minutes there was 
oomplete silence. Then Mr. Blake roso 
to speak again. 

Mr. Blake spoke in praise of the 
painstaking efforts and earnest en- 
@eavors of the late Dr. Lewis on behalf 
of the Ohurch, He thon moved that 
the Synod adjourn until this morning. 
This was seconded by Mr. Hodgins, 
who also spoke in tho highest terms of 
the deceased, 

Sketch of Hie Life. 

Ray, Joshua Pitt Lewis was born of 
‘Welsh parents, and brought up in the 
Methodist Church. He entored the 
ministry of that denomination, but in 
a tew years joined the Anglican 
Church. After having held several 
small charges he was finally called 
from Chatham to tako tho reotorship of 
Grace Church, Toronto, his induction 
taking place on Oot. 8, 1878. During 
the twenty-seven years of his ministry 
there, Mr. Lowis has endeared himself 
to his large congregation. As a spoak- 
er he was known for his clearness of 
thought and the thoroughness with 
‘which he went into every subject. Be- 
sides his religious studies, Mr. Lewis 
devoted a great deal of time to scten- 
tifle research, ond traveled a great 
deal in eastern countries, notably Per- 
aia, Indie, Palestine and Egypt. Mr.

TRIED MEAT ON THE Docs. 


Experiments With Benzoate and Borax | 


Cured Foods. | 
Chicatro. June 23.—A despatch to 
the Record Herald from Topeka, | 
Kans., says; That even tha stomach 
of doz rebels wiicn fed on meats pre- 
served with benzoate and borax. was 
stated yesterday by Dr. J. S. Crum- 
‘inc, Secretary of the State Board 
of Health, in an address before the 
¢onvention of “ithe county and city 
henlth officers of the State. He caid, 
that on May 1, he took three dozs 
of about the same age. Every 
morming he fed one half a pound of 
fresh lean meajt; at moon each had a 
pint of milk and at night each doz 
bad another half pound of meat. The 
meat was fresh, without bones, and 
was nol spraps. The food for one 
dog was treated with a one percent. 
soluition of benzowvle. For the scc- 
ond a one per cent. solution of borax 
was used. Tho third doz was fed 
untreated meat and milk, 

Within two weeks the benzoate doz 
became oross and refused to haye 
anything to do with the others. It | 
lost its appetite and in six weeks had 
gained enly threa pounds in weight. 

The borax doz did net become } 
cross. but within ten days its cener- | 
al health declined and if refused to 
drink the borated milk. In four 
weeks it had to bs coaxed to eat 
méat, oven when tasteless boracic 
acid was used. The dog cained ons 
pound in six weeka, ‘but beonme fist- 


less. 

The doz that had baen fed untreat- 
ed mévt gained in weizht an aver- 
azo ofone pound a week durinz the 
test and at no timo did it become 
lisess or lose its appetite

We do not believe the public ex- 
amination was ecyer an educative 
force. Timid children shrank from 
its very publicity, dull children fear- 
ed the exposure of their “stupidity,” 
and the bold and clever children en- 
courajzed to display their boldness 

and their clevgrness, to the swell- 
ing of the infant head, and the zlor- 
ification of the empirical age. As 
an examination it was generally use- 
less. Tho teapber, anxious for his 
pupils to "ma a good showing,” 
propounded no ‘‘resular posers”, and 
hastened from the scholastic portion 
of the examination to the elocution- 
ary portion, Then the wild-cyed 
boy in a stgte of neryous perspira- 
tion recited the address, of Spartacus 
to the Gladiators, ond the infantile 
female in the pink sash lisped, to 
the unbounded admiration of ber re- 
latives, the classic lines of Mary's 
Lamb. 

We quite agree with Mr. Knizht 
in his regret that; so few teachers re- 
main in, the profession. We believe 
it is a, real drawback to the educa- 
tional system of this Province, and 
we sincerely trust that the new reg- 
ulations providing for a more liber- 
al remuneration will check in some 
measure at least hte emigration from 
the schoo! teacher’s desk to the coun- 
ing room. 

But we baz leave to differ when 
tho spelling and punctuation of mo- 
dern pupils is attacked. Examina- 
tion papers of 1850 and 1904 were 
compared recently in New York, and 
it was found that the average school 
boy of to-day was better educated 
in the threo R's, which inoludes spell- 
ing, than the average lad of fifty 
years ago. Tha newspaper can pro- 
vide no fair example, for twenty or 
thirty years aizq it mado no differ- 
ence whether the ‘news’ ia the pa- 
pers wajsa daly, a week or a month 
old, Lf Mr. Knight bad looked for 
proofs of scholarship, in the mazaz- 
ines ho would have been fairer. 
They are closer to tho ideals of 1860 
or 1870, and lack the strenuosity and 
wild hurry which marks the collec- 
tion of news to-day. 

Mr. Knizht’s sigh for the old cer- 
tificates of mine jZrades must boa 
lonely one. We favor the abolition 
of ‘Model Schools, because, a your's 
traininz in a Normal Sohool is nec- 
essary ito lay a solid foundation of 
theory, upon whioh tho teacher can 
rest his practice. The Model School 
teaches alt a disdavantaze, for he can

WHOLE GRAIN TRADE 


Will Be Inquired Into By a Gov- 
ernment Commission. 


THE MANITOBA GRAIN ACT 


The Estimates For the Yukon — Mr. 
\W. F. Maclean Reoants—Charges 
Against Judge Dugas and Other 
Yukon Officiale—Sault Ste. Marie 
Electrical Smelting Experi« 
ments—Railway Subsidies. 


Ottawa, June 23,—The House of 
Commons began work yesterday morm- 
{ng on the bill to amend the Manitoba 
grain act. 

Hon. Mr. Fisher explained tho bill, 
and announced that a commission will 
bo appointed to go over tho whole 
grain trade question and will report to 
Parliament next session, 

Under this pill the grado known as 
extra Manitoba hard is abolished and 
the word “plump” is eHminated from 
the definition of Monitoba No. 1 hard. 

‘A now grado of winter wheat Ss 
established, No. 1 Alberta red, No, 2 
and No. 3, which, it is belleved, will give 
winter wheat a better standing in the 
grain market. 

Yukon Estimates. 

‘Tho Houso went into Committeo of 
Supply on the Yukon estimates. Mr. 
Foster suggested that the expenses of 
administration there should be reduced, 
as the cost of living had been. 

Mr. Oliver eaid a year or so ago the 
wtaff had been cut down, reducing the 
Yukon expenses somo $60,000. 

In the afternoon, 
South York) asked what effort the 
(aeaaco was making in regard to 
transportation, The decay of the Yu- 
kon was largely due to the enormous 
charges for transportation. Had the 
Government eny policy? ‘The trans- 
portation problem must bo solved, if 
anything was to be accomplished in 
tbat territory. 

Mr, Oliver admitted that the trans- 
portation problem ley at the very 
foundation of the Yukon. The Govern- 
ment appreciated the duty of doing 
something, but what to do was the 
eerlous question. One railroad had a 
complete monopoly, and es it carried 
freight partly through American terri- 
tory, the Railway Commission was 
helpless. 

Mr. Maclean enquired as to whether 
@ Toad could not go into the Yukon 
{rom Hdmonton or from British Colum- 
Dia. If the Yukon is valuable, Canada 
must approach this problem at once. 

“That is really where the serlous mis- 
take wag made in not accepting the 
railway the Government proposed some 
years ago,” Mr. Paterson replied 
promptly. 

Mr Maclean laughed at the trap he 
had fallen into, as Mr, Paterson gave 
him credit for having been largely in- 
strumental in defeating that proposal. 

Charges Against Judge Dugas. 

Dr. Sproule occupied thirty minutes 

In reading part of a letter from Graham 
Campbell of Dawson, making charges 
against the fairness of Judge Dugas’ 
administration and against some offi- 
clals. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier said the Dorgn- 
jon Government were not responsible 
for the administration of justice in the 
Yukon, but if there was any charge to 
make it was a simple matter to impeach 
Judge Dugas. Ho asked for the corre- 
spondence and promised to look into 
the matter, 

Mr. R, L. Borden called attention to 
the fact that tho output of Yukon gold 
thad been $114,000,000, which, on the or- 
dinary rate of royalty, should havo 
yielded $7,000,000, but there had been 
only $3,250,000 returned, 

Mr. Oliver replied that this would be 
accounted for by many mines producing 
@ quantity small enough to be within 
the exemption provisions. 

800 Smelting Experiments. 

On $3,000 for salary of the Superin-
